The Legislature shall not pardon or commute 
the sentence of any criminal ; or audit and settle any private 
claim ; or authorize the establishment of any lotteries or sale 
of lottery tickets within this Territory.

It shall be the duty of the Governor of the 
Territory of Arizona to appoint some suitable person, living 
near the Asylum of Langdon and Clark, in the State of Cali- 
fornia, whose duty it shall be to visit said Asylum once in 
three months, and carefully examine the insane sent from 
Arizona to said Asylum, and ascertain if they are properly 
cared for and treated; also, to examine their mental condi- 
tion, and if found to be sufficiently restored to reason, to 
direct the physicians in charge of the Asylum to discharge 
therm, and report to the Governor in writing after each visit 
the condition and treatment of said insane. 


Sec. 2. The Territorial Auditor is hereby authorized to 
draw his warrant for the sum of forty dollars each year in 
favor of such person as the Governor may appoint to visit 
said Asylum, and the Territorial Treasurer is hereby author- 
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ized and directed to pay the same out of any money not 
otherwise appropriated. 


Sec. 3. This act to take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage.

That section thirteen of said act shall be so 
amended as to read as follows: 


§ 13. Upon receiving and filing the certified ony. of 
the list of persons qualified to serve as Jurors, the Clerk of 
the District Court shall immediately give written notice 
thereof to the Probate Judge and Chairman of the Board of 
Supervisors of said county, and in said notice shall require 
them to attend at the Court House of said county at a time 
to be specified in said notice, which said time shall not be

If 
there be no Court House in the county, the notice shall 
designate some public place in which said selection will be 
made, at the time and place designated, the Clerk of the 
District Court or, in case of his absence, his deputy, the 
Chairman of the Board of Supervisors and the Probate 
Judge or, if only two attend such meeting, then two of said 
otticers shall proceed to select from the list of persons quali- 
fied and liable to serve as Jurors, the names of fifty persons. 
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Sec. 3. That section seventeen of said act shall be so 
amended as to read as follows: 


§ 17. Not less than ten nor more than twenty days 
before the time at which either a Grand or Trial Jury shall 
be required to be in attendance upon the District Court the 
Judge thereof may in his discretion make and file with the 
Clerk of the District Court an order that the jury be drawn. 
The number to be drawn shall be fixed in the order; if to 
form a Grand Jury it must be twenty-three, and, if a Trial 
Jury, such number as the Judge may direct, not exceeding 
fifty, and such order shall also state the time at which jurors, 
Grand or Trial, shall be in attendance. 


Sec. 4. That section twenty-nine of said act shall be so 
amended as to read as follows: ` 


§ 29. Where jurors are not drawn and summoned in 
the manner hereinbefore prescribed to attend any District 
Court, or a sufficient number of jurors fail to appear, such 
court may in its discretion order a sufficient number to be 
forthwith drawn and summoned to attend such court, or it 
may, by an order entered on its minutes, direct the Sheriff 
of the county forthwith to summon so many good and lawful 
men of his county to serve as Grand or Teal Jurors as the 
case may require, and in either case such jurors shall be 
summoned in the manner provided by the preceding section.

conviction, be punished by a fine of not less than ten dollars, 
or more than three hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in 
the County Jail for a period of not less than ten days, or more 
than three months; Provided, That the provisions of this 
section shal] not be deemed or construed to interfere with the 
right to destroy any venomous reptiles or animals, or any 
animal known as dangerous to life, limb or property, or to 
interfere with the right to kill all animals, fowls or fish’ used 
for food, or to interfere with any scientific or physiological 
experiments, conducted or prosecuted for the advancement 
of science or medicine. It shall be, and is hereby made the 
duty of each Sheriff, Constable, Marshall, Policeman, Justice 
of the Peace and Village Recorder within this Territory, to 
enforce the provisions of this act, when brought to their 
attention or knowledge.

The five hundred stand of arms about to be trans- 
ferred to the Territory of Arizona by the Secretary of War, 
shall be received and receipted for in the name of the Terri- 
tory of Arizona, by the Governor of said Territory, and shall 
be distributed by him among the several counties of the Ter- 
ritory as hereinafter provided.

The said arms shall be distributed among the 
several Counties of the Territory by the Governor, in equal _ 
proportions, and the cost of transportation for the same from 
the place where they may be deposited by the Governor, to 
said Counties, shall be paid by the County so receiving them. 
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| Sec. $. The Governor shall issue the arms herein pro- 
vided for, only to militia companies regularly organized under 
the laws of the Territory, and before so issuing them he shall 
demand and receive a bond from each of the captains of said 
companies, with good and sufficient sureties, to be approved 
by him, binding said captain and his sureties that he, the said 
captain, will provide a suitable place at some central point in 
said County for the safe keeping of said arms; that except 
when in actual use by the militia company under his com- 
mand, he will keep them in the place so provided for, and 
will at all times keep them in good, serviceable condition, 
and, on demand by the Governor, will deliver them to him. 


Sec. 6. It is hereby made the duty of the Governor to, at 
least once in each year, inspect or cause said arms to be 
inspected; and it shall also be made his duty, when he finds 
the said arms are not kept and cared for as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, to demand and receive said arms, and place them in 
some secure place where they will be properly cared for..

condition of school houses and furniture, and the estimated 
value thereof; the amount expended in erecting school 
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houses ; the amount of money derived from district taxation 
or subscription, and such other statistics as the Governor or 
Superintendent of Public Instruction may require. 


Sec. 2. Section thirty-two of said act is hereby amended 
so as to read as follows : 


§ 32. The Public School year shall commence on the 
sixteenth day of December and end on the fifteenth day of 
December each yéar ; five days shall constitute a legal school 
week, and four weeks a legal school month. No Public 
School shall receive any moneys, benefits or immunities, 
under the provisions of this act, unless such school shall have 
been instructed by a teacher or teachers duly examined, ap- 
proved and employed by legal authority as herein provided.

To secure the construction and operation of certain railroad 
and telegraph lines, and to provide for other matters 
relating thereto. 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 


Arizona: 


SECTION 1. The Southern Pacific Railroad Company, a 
corporation organized and incorporated under the laws of 
the State of California for the purpose of constructing and 
operating a line of railroad and telegraph from the City and 
County of San Francisco, in said State, to a point on the 
Colorado River, at or near the Needles, with a branch run- 
ning from Tehachapa by way of Los Angeles, in said State, 
to a point on said river at or near Fort Yuma, is hereby 
authorized and empowered to extend, construct, operate and

maintain its said lines of railroad and telegraph into and 
across this Territory, eastwardly, to the eastern boundary 
thereof, upon such routes as may be selected and adopted 
by the board of directors of said corporation; provided, 
said first-mentioned line of railroad and telegraph shall be 
constructed from the Needles, eastward, on the line found to 
be most practicable by the chief engineer of said corpora- 
tion, as near as may be to the line of the thirty-fifth parallel 
of north latitude, with a branch, in the discretion of said cor- 
poration, running to the City of Prescott, and the said last- 
named line of railroad and telegraph shall be constructed 
eastward from Fort Yuma on the line found to be most 
practicable by the chief engineer of said corporation, as near 
Fe may be to the line of the thirty-second parallel of north 
atitude. 


Src. 2. Said corporation shall be a body politic and cor- 
porate, within this Territory, and shall have perpetual succes- 
sion, capacity to sue and to be sued, plead and be impleaded, 
defend and be defended ın all courts of law and equity within 
this Territory; to make contracts, to acquire, hold and con- 
vey all real and personal property necessary for the con- 
struction, operation and maintenance of said railroad and 
telegraph lines or either thereof, and generally, for the pur- 
pose of constructing, maintaining and operating said railroad 
and telegraph lines, and carrying on its business, said corpor- 
ation shall have and possess all the rights, powers and privi- 
leges which are enjoyed by natural persons. 


Sec. 3. Said corporation shall have power: 


first—To cause such examinations and surveys to be 
made as may be necessary to the selection of the most swt- 
able routes foe said railroad and telegraph lines, and for that 
purpose, by its officers and agents, to entér upon the lands 
and waters of the Territory, of private persons and of private 
and public corporations, subject, however, to responsibility 
for all damages which they may do thereto. 

Second— To take, hold and convey, by deed or otherwise, 
the same as a natural peison, such voluntary grants and 
donations of real and personal property as may be made to 
it to aid the construction arid maintenance, and to provide 
for the accommodation of said railroad and telegraph lines 
or either thereof. 5 

Third—To purchase, and by voluntary grants and dona- 
tions to receive and take, and by its officers, engineers, sur- 
veyors and agents to enter upon, possess, hold and use in 
any manner it may deem proper, all such lands and other 
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property, as its directors may deem necessary, proper and 
convenient, for the construction, maintenance and operation 
of said railroad and telegraph lines, or either thereof, and for 
the erection of stations, depots, water-tanks, side-tracks, 
turn-outs, turn-tables, yards, workshops, warehouses, and 
for all other purposes necessary or convenient to said cor- 
poration in the transaction of its business. 


Fourth—To lay out its said railroads, or either thereof, 
not exceeding two hundred feet wide, and to construct and 
maintain the same, with single or double track, with such 
appendages as its u.irectors may deem necessary for the con- 
venient use thereot, for the purposes of making embank- 
ments, excavations, ditches, drains, culverts, and the like, and 
of procuring timber, stone, gravel and other materials for the 
proper construction and security of said railroads, or either 
thereof, said corporation may take and occupy as much 
more land as its dees may deem necessary or convenient 
for the purposes aforesaid. , 

fifth—To construct its said railroads and telegraphs 
across, along, or upon any stream of water, water-course, 
street, avenue, or highway, or across any railway, canal, 
ditch, or flume which its said railroads and telegraphs, or 
either thereof, shall intersect, cross or run along; but said 
corporation shall restore such streams, water-courses, streets, 
avenues, highways, railways, canals, ditches and flumes, so 
intersected, to their former state, as near as may be, so as 
not to unnecessarily impair their use or injure their franchises. 

Sixth—To cross, intersect, join and unite its railroads 
with any other railroad that has been heretofore constructed, 
or that may be hereafter constructed, at any point or points 
on the routes thereof, and upon the grounds of such other 
railroad companies, with the necessary turnouts, sidings and 
switches, and such other conveniences and appliances as may 
be necessary to make and complete said crossings, intersec- 
tions and connections; and such other railroad companies 
shall unite with the directors of said corporation in making 
said crossings, intersections and connections, and shall grant 
the facilities therefor upon such terms and conditions as may 
be agreed upon between them; but if they are unable to 
agree upon the compensation to be made therefor, or the 
points at which, or the manner im which such crossings, inter- 
sections and connections shall be made, the same shall be 
ascertained, determined and declared in the manner and by 
the proceedings hereinafter provided for the taking of private 
property for the use of said corporation. 

seventh—To purchase or take, by donation or otherwise, 
lands, timber, stone, gravel and other materials, to be used 
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in the construction and maintenance of its said railroads and 
telegraphs, or either thereof, and if the same cannot be 
obtained by agreement with the owners thereof, to take the 
same by the proceedings and in the manner hereinafter pro- 
vided for the taking of private property for the use of said 
corporation. 

Lighth—To take, transport, carry and convey persons 
and property, on its said railroads, by the force and power 
of steam, of animals, or amy mechanical power, or by any 
combination thereof, and to collect and receive tolls or com- 
pensation therefor. 

NVinth—To erect and maintain all necessary and conveni- 
ent buildings, stations, depots, watering-places, fixtures and 
machinery for the accommodation and use of its passengers, 
freight and business, and to obtain and hold, by purchase, 
donation, or condemnation as hereinafter provided, lands and 
other property necessary therefor. 

Tenth—To take, possess and enjoy, by purchase, dona- 
tion, or condemnation as hereinafter provided, such natural 
springs and streams of water, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary for its uses and purposes in operating its said rail- 
roads, together with the rmght of way thereto for pipes, 
ditches, canals or aqueducts for the conveyance thereof. 

Eleventh ~To regulate the time and manner in which 
passengers and property shall be transported over its roads, 
and the tolls or compensation to be paid therefor; provided, 
that it shall be unlawful for said corporation to charge more 
than ten cents per mile for each passenger, and fifteen cents 
per mile for each ton, by weight or measurement, of freight 
transported on its roads; provided further, that ın no case ° 
shall said corporation be required to receive less than twenty- 
five cents for any one lot of freight for any distance. 

Twelfth—To regulate the force and speed of its locomo- 
tive, cars, trains, or other machinery used on its roads, and 
to establish, execute and enforce all needful and proper rules 
and regulations for the management of its trains and busi~ 
ness, and to secure the safety, comfort and good behavior of 
its passengers, and employes and agents, and for the preven- 
tion and suppression of gambling, of every kind and descrip- 
tion, on its cars, 

Thirteenth—To expel from its cars, at any stopping-place, 
using no more force than may be necessary, any passenger 
who, upon demand, shall refuse to pay his fare, or shall 
behave in a rude, riotous or disorderly manner toward other 
passengers or the employes of said corporation in charge of 
such cars, or, upon his attention being called thereto, shall 
persist in violating the rules of said corporation against gam- 
bling upon its cars. i 
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Hourteenth——Said corporation shall have power to mort- 
gage its corporate property and franchises within the Terri- 
tory, and such further powers as may be necessary to enable 
it to exercise and enjoy, fully and completely, the powers 
granted by this act, and generally all such powers as are 
usually conferred upon, required and exercised by railroad 
corporations. 


Sec. 4. The right of way for said railroads and telegraphs 
to the width of one hundred feet on each side of the center- 
line ot the track is hereby granted to said corporation over 
and through any of the swamp or overflowed lands or other 
lands which now belong to this Territory, or may hereafter 
become the property of this Territory; and in cases where 
deep excavations, or heavy embankments, or other cuttings, 
ditches, drains, canals, culverts, or other structures to protect 
the road-beds, and to facilitate the use and enjoyment of the 
same, is or may be required for the grade, or other uses of 
said roads, then at such places a greater width of such lands 
may be taken by said corporation, and the same is hereby 
granted to said corporation, not exceeding, in addition, five 


- hundred feet wide. And the right is hereby further granted 


to said corporation to locate, occupy and hold so much of 
said lands as may be necessary for sites and grounds for 
watering-places, depots, stations or other buildings or struc- 
tures along the lines of said railroads necessary for the 
accommodation of the public, the operating of said roads and 
the transaction of the business of said corporation. And the 
further right is hereby granted to said corporation to appro- 
priate to its use, by means of pipes, ditches, aqueducts or 
other conduits, so much of the waters of any springs or 
streams on said lands as may be necessary to the operating 
and business of said corporation, together with a right of 
way over said lands to such springs or streams for such 
pipes, ditches, aqueducts or other conduits. 


Sec. 5. To aid and encourage said corporation in the 
construction of said railroads and telegraphs, all the property 
of every kind and description which may at any time belong 


” “to said corporation, shall be exempt from taxation of ever 


kind and description until such time as said railroads shall 
be connected with other railroads so as to form continuous 
lines of railroad across the continent; provided, such exemp- 
tion shall not continue for more than four years from the pas- 
sage of this act. 


Sec. 6. If it shall become necessary for any of the afore- 
said purposes,of said corporation to acquire any land or any 
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right, title, interest or estate therein, which is the property 
of any infant, idiot or insane person, the guardian, executor 
or administrator, as the case may be, may sell and convey 
the same to said corporation; but such sale and convey- 
ance shall not be valid unless approved by the Probate 
Court, or the judge thereof, within whose jurisdiction such 
lands shall be situated; and the judge of such court is 
hereby authorized to examine into the terms and conditions 
of such sales and conveyances, and if he finds them to be 
just, fair and proper, he shall enter his approval upon the 
records of said court, and endorse the same upon such con- 
veyances, and thereupon such conveyances shall have the 
same force and effect as conveyances made by persons com- 
petent to convey in their own names. Should there be no 
guardian, executor or administrator competent to make such 
sale and o it shall be the duty of such judge, 
upon petition of any relatıve or friend, acting for the benefit 
and in the interest of such infant, idiot or insane person, to 
appoint a guardian for the purpose of making such sale and 
conveyance, who shall be required to give a bond, with 
sureties to be approved by said judge, for the faithful per- 
formance of his trust. For the purpose of transacting the 
business provided for in, this section, said court shall be 
deemed to be always open, and a complete record of its pro- 
ceedings therein shall be kept as in other cases. 


Sec. 7. In all other cases where by this act said corpora- 
tion is empowered to take for its use, land, water, tim- 
ber, stone, gravel or other materials, and the owner or 
claimant thereof and said corporation shall be unable to 
agree as to the compensation to be paid therefor, the amount 
shall be ascertained and determined by the appraisal of three 
disinterested commissioners who shall be appointed upon the 
application of either party, and upon five days’ notice to the 
other party, by the Judge of the District Court in and for 
the district in which such land, water, timber, stone, gravel 
or other materials shall be situated; and said commissioners, 
in their assessment of compensation, shall appraise such 
premises or property at the value thereof at the time of con- 
demnation, and upon return into court of such appraisement, 
and upon payment to the clerk thereof, of the amount so 
awarded by the commissioners for the use and benefit of the 
owner thereof, the land, water, timber, stone, gravel or other 
materials so appraised shall be deemed to be taken by said 
corporation, which shall thereby acquire full title to the same 
for the uses and purposes aforesaid. And either party feel- 
ing aggrieved by said assessment may, within ten days after 
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notice of the return thereof, file an appeal therefrom to said 
court and demand a jury of twelve men to estimate the 
compensation to be paid, but such appeal shall not interfere 
with the mght of said corporation to take possession of such 
property and proceed with the construction of its road or 
other improvements. The party so appealing shall give 
bonds with sufficient surety or sureties, to be approved by 
said judge, for the payment of all costs which may arise 
upon such appeal. In case the party appealing does not ob- 
tain a more favorable verdict, such party shall pay the whole 
cost incurred by the other party as well as his own. The 
payment into court for the use of the owner or claimant, of 
a sum equal to that finally awarded, shall be held to vest in 
said company the title to the land, water or other property 
in question, and the right to occupy, take and use the same 
for any of the purposes aforesaid of said corporation. In 
case any of the lands or other property to be taken as afore- 
said shall be held by any person residing without the Terri- 
tory, or subject to any r disability, the court may appoint 
a proper person who shall give bonds with sufficient surety 
or sureties, to be approved by the judge, for the faithful exe- 
cution of his trust, and such person may represent in court 
the person so absent or under legal disability as aforesaid, 
when the same proceeding as aforesaid shall be had in refer- 
ence to the appraisement of the lands or other property in 
question and with the same effect. The title of said corpo- 
ration to the lands or other property taken by virtue of this 
act shall not be affected or impaired by reason of the fail- 
ure of the person so appointed to faithfully discharge his 
trust. In case it shall be necessary for said corporation to 
take lands or other property which are unoccupied, and of 
which there 1s no apparent owner or claimant, ıt may pro- 
ceed to take and use the same for any of the purposes afore- 
said, and may institute proceedings in the manner above 
desciibed for the purpose of acquiring title thereto and 
determining the compensation to be paid therefor; and said 
court shall prescribe and direct the kind of notice to be 
served on such owner or owners, and may in its discretion 
appoint an agent or guardian to represent such owner or 
owners in case of his or their incapacity or non-appearance. 
Such owner or claimant shall be entitled to receive from said 
corporation the compensation so awarded upon demand 
made at any time within six years thereafter, and thay have 
his action to recover the same; but after the lapse of six 
years all claims for such compensation shall be barred. Said 
court shall be always open for the transaction of the business 
provided for in this section, and shall transact the same with 
all reasonable dispatch. 
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Src. 8. Said corporation shall cause a bell, of at least 
twenty pounds weight, to be attached to each of its locomo- 
tives, and shall cause the same to be 1ung at a distance of not 
less than eighty rods from the crossing oi any public street, 
1oad or highway, under a penalty of one hundred dollars, to 
be recovered by action in the name of the Territory, in any 
court of competent jurisdiction, one-half of which shall go 
to the informer, and the other half to the Territory; and said 
corporation shall also be liable for all damages which may 
be sustained by any person by reason of a non-compliance 
“with the provisions of this section. 


Src. a A check shall be affixed to every package or 
parcel o baggage when taken for transportation by said cor- 
poration, and a duplicate thereof shall be given to the pass- 
enger delivering the same for transportation; and,, if such 
check be refused on demand, said corporation shall pay to 
such passenger the sum of twenty dollars, to be recovered 
by action in any court of competent jurisdiction; and, in 
addition to the foregoing, no fare or toll shall be collected 
from such passenger, and if such passenger shall have paid 
his or her fare, he or she shall be entitled, upon demand, to 
a return thereof. Upon the production of such check at his 
or her place of destination, such passenger shall be entitled 
to receive his or her said baggage, and if the same be not 
delivered within a reasonable time, he or she may be a wit- 
ness in any action brought on account of such non-delivery, 
to prove the contents thereof; provided, that all actions to re- 
cover such baggage, or the value thereof, shall be barred at 
the expiration of three months after the same shall have 
accrued. 


Sec. ro. Said corporation shall safely and securely keep 
as warehousemen, all unclaimed baggage for the space of 
three months, at the expiration of which time it may sell the 
same if not previously called for, at public auction, after ten 
days’ public notice by publication in some newspaper of gen- 
eral circulation, or if there be no such paper in the vicinity, 
then by posting written or printed notices in three conspicu- 
ous places in the neighborhood in which such sale is to be 
made. For the purpose of making such sale, it shall be law- 
ful to open each trunk, package or parcel and make known 
the contents thereot. A true account of the sale shall be 
kept, showing the price at which each parcel was sold, and 
the number thereof, which shall be the same as the number 
stamped upon the check thereto attached, and if there be 
any name, initial letters, or other marks upon such parcel, 
the same shall also be noted in said account. The proceeds 
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of such sale shall be paid, less the expénses of the sale, to the 
owner, upon e l and proof of ownership at any time 
within sixty days after the sale, after which date all right of 
action therefor shall be barred. 


Sec. 11. Said corporation shall start and run its cars for 
the transportation of persons and property at such regular 
times as it shall fix by public notice, and shall furnish suffi- 
cient accommodations for all such persons and property as 
shall, within a reasonable time previous thereto, offer or be 
offered for transportation, at the place of starting, and the 
junction of other railroads and stopping places established 
for taking and leaving persons and property, and shall trans- 
port between such places all such persons and property, on 
the payment of its lawful charges therefor; provided, said 
corporation may decline to receive any person afflicted with 
any contagious disease, or otherwise unfit to be admitted 
into its cars. 


Sec, r2. In case said corporation shall refuse to transport 
persons or property, as provided in section eleven of this 
act, or to leave the same at place of destination, it shall pay 
to the party aggrieved all damages he or she shall sustain 
thereby. 


Sec. 13. It shall be unlawful for said corporation in mak- 
ing up its trains, to place mail, express, baggage or freight 
cars in the rear of passenger cars, and for every violation of 
this provision, the officer or agent by whom the same was 
done or suffered to be done, shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and upon conviction thereof, shall be fined in any 
sum not exceeding five hundred dollars, or imprisoned not 
exceeding three months, or both, and should any accident 
happen to life or limb by reason of such unlawful arrange- 
ment of cars, he shall be deemed guilty of felony, and upon 
conviction thereof, shall be imprisoned in the penitentiary for 
any term not less than one nor more than five years. 


Sec. 14. If a passenger be injured while on the platform 
of any car, or while in any mail, express, baggage, or freight 
car, or on the locomotive, or while his or her head, limbs, or 
body are projected outside the window or door of any pas- 
senger car in violation of the printed regulations of said cor- 
poration posted up at the time in a conspicuous place inside 
of the passenger cars then in the train, or in violation of any 
verbal instructions given by any -officer of the train, such 
passenger shall be deemed guilty of contributo: y negligence, 
and said corporation shall not be liable for such injury ; ro- 
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l 
vided, that there was, at the time, inside of its passenger cars, 
room sufficient for the accommodation of such passenger. 


Sec. r5., Any person who shall, in the day or night time 
enter by force or otherwise, any car of said corporation with 
intent to steal any valuable thing then and there being, shall 
be deemed guilty of burglary, and upon conviction thereof, 
shall be punished as in other cases of burglary. 


Sec. 16. Any person who shall place any obstruction 
upon any railroad track of said corporation, or displace any 
switch, or break or remove any rail or tie, or spike, or other 
thing, or excavate the road-bed, or otherwise injure or weaken 
the same, or cut, or in any other manner interfere with any 
bridge, or trestle, or culvert, so as to weaken or impair the . 
same, or shall do any other act with intent to throw the cars 
of said corporation off the track, or to cause a collision 
between such cars and other cars, or other obstacles or things, 
shall be deemed guilty of felony, and upon conviction thereof, 
shall be punished by imprisonment in the penitentiary for a 
term not less than five nor more than ten years; and, in case 
such act or acts shall result in injury to the person of another, 
or shall cause the death of another, such person shall be 
deemed guilty of an assault with intent to commit murder, 
or guilty of murder, as the case may be, and upon conviction 
thereof, shall be punished as in other cases of assault with 
intent to commit murder, and murder. 


Sec. 17. The franchises, grants, powers, rights and privi- 
leges, and each and every thereof, conferred by this act upon 
said corporation, are granted upon the express condition that 
said corporation shall appoint, under its corporate seal, an 
attorney residing in this eae upon whom process of 
law may be served with the same force and effect as if served 
personally upon the president or other officer or managing 
agent of said corporation. 


Sec. 18. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage.

Concerning Marks and Brands. 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: 


SECTION 1. Every person being the owner of horses, 
mules, cattle, sheep, goats or hogs, shall have and keep a 
mark, brand and counterbrand (venta) different from the 
marks, brands and counterbrands of his neighbor, and, as far 
as practicable, shall be different from any other in the Terri- 
tory; provided, that nothing in this section shall apply to 


. such brands or marks as are now recorded in accordance 


with law. 


Sec, 2. Every such owner shall record with the recorder 
of his cSunty his mark, brand and counterbrand, by deliver- 
ing to said recorder his mark cut upon a piece of leather, 
and his brand and counterbrand burnt upon it, and the same 
shall be kept in the recorder’s office, and a certified copy 
thereof made by the recorder, with his seal of office attached 
thereto, shall be deemed evidence on trial of any action ina 
court of competent jurisdiction, as to the ownership of all 
animals legally marked and branded. 

The recorder shall enter in a book, to be kept by him for 
that purpose, a copy of said marks, brands and counter- 
brands, and properly index the same in the name of the 
owner or owners of said marks, brands and counterbrands; 
provided, that such recorder shall be satisfied that such 
mark, brand and counterbrand tendered to him for record is 
unlike any other mark, brand or counterbrand in the county, 
or, so far as his knowledge extends, is different from any 
other in the Territory. For recording the mark, brand and 
counterbrand, and indexing the same, the recorder shall be 
entitled to demand and receive the sum of three dollars. 


Sec. 3. No mark, brand or counterbrand shall be con- 


sidered as lawful if not recorded as specified in this act. 


Sec. 4. On the trial of any action to recover the posses- 
sion of any animal which is marked or branded as provided 
in this act, the mark or brand shall be deemed prema facie 
evidence that the animal belongs to the owner or owners of 
the mark and brand, and that he, she or they were entitled to 
the possession of the said animal at the time of the com- 
mencement of the action, which action shall conform to the 
proceedings had in justices’ courts in civil cases. 
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Sec. 5. No person shall use more than one mark, brand 
or counterbrand, unless the same shall have been acquired 


by purchase or donation, and recorded as provided in section 
two. 


Sec. 6. Any person or persons selling cattle which are 
not intended for slaughter, or any horses, mares, mules, jacks 
or jennies shall be required to counterbrand them on the 
shoulder, or give a written descriptive bill of sale, and any 
person or persons not complying with the provisions of this 
section, cannot recover by virtue of his or their brand; pro- 
vided, that the owner of any animals enumerated in this sec- 
tion which are kept for domestic purposes, shall not be 
compelled to mark, brand or counterbrand the same. 


Sec. 7. The Board of Supervisors of each county in the 
Territory shall provide a judicial or counter brand to be 
used for the sale of stock on execution. 


Src. 8. Any person who shall, after the passage of this 
act, mark or cause to be marked any horse, mare, colt, jack, 
jennie or any one or more head of neat cattle, sheep, goats or 
hogs by cutting off both ears, or by cutting both ears to a 
point, or by branding over other brands, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof, shall 
be punished by a fine of not less than one hundred dollars, 
nor more than three hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in 
the county jail for a period of not less than one month, nor 
more than six months, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 


Sec. 9. That an act concerning marks and brands, ap- 
proved February 18th, 1871, and the act amendatory thereof, 
approved February 14th, 1873, and all acts and parts of 
acts in conflict with the provisions of this act, are hereby 
repealed. 


Sec. 10. This act shall take effect and be in force, from 
and after its passage.

To reimburse the Counties of Yuma and Yavapai, for ex- 
penses incurred in guarding and care of Territorial 
prisoners. 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: 


SEcTIon 1. That the sum of seven hundred and seventy 
dollars to the County of Yuma, and six hundred and twenty- 
nine dollars and three cents to the County of Yavapai be, 
and the same is hereby appropriated out of the general fund 
of the Territory, from any moneys not otherwise appro- 
priated, for expenses incurred by said counties, in guarding 
and for the care of Territorial prisoners confined in the 
county jails of said counties. 


Sec. 2. That the Territorial Auditor is hereby author- 
ized to draw his warrants upon the Territorial Treasurer for 
the amounts named in section one of this act, in favor of the 
County Treasurers of said counties respectively, for and on 
behalf of said counties, and the Territorial Treasurer is 
hereby authorized to pay said warrants out of the general 
fund of the Territory. 


Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage.

To amend chapter 55 of Compiled Laws, entitled “ Of 
acequias or irrigating canals.” 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
“ Arizona: 


Section 1. Any person, corporation or company, owning 
or using any ditch or canal constructed for the purpose of 
conveying water, shall construct and maintain suitable cross- 
ings wherever said ditch or canal crosses any public high- 
way, or usually traveled road of this Territory; said crossing 
shall be maintained as follows: From the bottom of the 
ditch in the roadway there shall be a uniform rise of not 
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more than one foot in three to the top of the embankment, 
either side the ditch shall be graveled or macadamized with 
stone to a depth of not Jess than ten inches from the top of 
one embankment to the other; and the macadamized or 
paved road across any of said ditches shall not be less than 
fourteen feet wide; provided, that any person or persons, cor- 
poration or company may, at any of said crossings construct 
and build a good and substantial bridge to be approved of 
by the Road Overseer of the district. 


Sec. 2. The Road Overseer of each of the districts in 
the several counties in this Territory, shall have supervision 
of said crossings, and it shall be his duty to see that the 
several ditch crossings in his district are constructed and 
maintained as provided for in the preceding section. 


Sec. 3. For neglect or refusal of any person or persons, 
corporation or company, whose duty it shall be to construct 
or maintain such crossings as provided for in section 1, for 
the period of ten days after being notified in writing by the 
Road Overseer of the district in which any such crossing 
needs construction or repair, that such construction or repair 
is required, such person, corporation or company shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof before 
a Justice of the Peace of any such precincts, shall be fined 
not less than ten dollars, or more than one hundred dollars 
for the first offence, and of not less than twenty-five dollars 
nor more than two hundred and fifty dollars, and the costs of 
prosecution, for each subsequent offence; provided, that 
whenever such Ep or road is constructed, after the 
construction of such ditch or canal, it shall be the duty of the 
road overseer of the district to construct and maintain such 
crossing at the expense of the road fund of the district, and 
if the same be at any time insufficient, the same shall be paid 
out of the general fund in the County Treasury, to be charge- 
able to a thereafter collected from such road fund. 


SEC. 4. All fines collected under the provisions of this act 
shall be paid into the road fund of the district wherever such 
crossings are situated. 


Sec. 5. This act shall take effect immediately.

Authorizing the Board of Trustees of School District No. 1, 
in Yavapai County, to issue bonds for the payment of 
certain indebtedness. 


Wuereas, There is an indebtedness now existing, caused 

by the building of the school house in School District 

o. I, in the County of Yavapai, in this Territory, the 

said indebtedness amounting to the sum of seven thousand 
two hundred dollars ; therefore, 


Be tt enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: 


Section 1. The Board of Trustees for School District 
No. 1, in the County of Yavapai, is hereby authorized to 
issue bonds, sufficient for the payment of the unpaid indebt- 
ness, incurred in building the school house in said district, the 
amount of such bonds not to exceed the sum of seven thousand 
two hundred dollars, and to bear interest at the rate of 
eighteen per cent. per annum ; the interest and twenty per 
cent. of the principal to be paid annually. The said bonds 
are to be delivered, at their face value, to the holder or holders 
of said indebtedness, upon their receipting in full the payment 
of the same by receiving said bonds. 


Sec. 2. The County Assessor of said County of Yavapai 
at the time of making the annual assessment of property in 
the county, and in the same manner, shall ascertain and enroll 
all taxable persons and property in said School District No. 
r, and he shall make a like return of such assessment to the 
Clerk of the Board ot Supervisors, as in case of the oy 
assessment, and like action shall be had in equalizing suc 
assessments and the collection of such taxes as‘in case of the 
county tax. 


Sec. 3. The Board of Supervisors of the County of Yava- 
pai, shall annually at the time of levying other taxes, levy a 
special tax on the taxable property in School District No. 1, 
in said county, sufficient to pay the interest on, and twenty 

er cent. of the principal, of the bonds authorized to be issued 

y section one of this act (together with the amount of Treas- 
urer’s fees on such amount), which tax shall be added to the 
county tax and collected in the same manner, and paid into 
the county treasury, as a special fund for the payment of the 
bonds of School District No. 1, as aforesaid. 
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Sec. 4. The County Treasurer of said county, shall upon 
presentation, pay such bonds, and the interest thereon as 
atoresaid, to the holder or holders thereof, out of any funds 
in the treasury provided for that purpose, and shall endorse 
on said bonds such payment.

To amend chapter twenty-four of the Compiled Laws of the 
Territory of Arizona, entitled “Of General and Special 
Elections.” 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: 


SECTION 1. Section twenty-eight of chapter twenty-four 
of the Compiled Laws of the Territory of Arizona, entitled 
“Of General and Special Elections,” is hereby amended so 
as to read as follows: 
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§ 28. As soon as all the votes are read off and counted, a 
certificate shall be drawn upon each of the papers containing 
the poll-list and tallies, or attached thereto, stating the num- 
ber of votes each person voted for has received, and design- 
ating the office to fill which he was voted for, which number 
shall be written in words at the full length. Each certificate 
shall be signed by the Clerks, the Judges and the Inspector. 
One of said certificates, with the poll-list and tally-papers to 
which it is attached, shall be retained by the Inspector and 
preserved by him at least six months. e ballots shall be 
preserved by the Judge or Chairman. The other of said 
certificates, with the poll-list and tally papers to which it is 
attached, shall be sealed up by the Inspector and endorsed 
« Elections Returns,” and be directed and delivered or sent 
by the Chairman to the Board of Supervisors of the county 
in which the election is held. 


Src. 2. Section twenty-nine of said chapter is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: 


§ 29. The said package shall be delivered to the Board 
of Supervisors by one of the judges or clerks of the elec- 
tion in person, or may be sent by private hand or by mail. 
If sent by private hand, the person delivering it shall take 
and subscribe an affidavit before some officer qualified to 
administer oaths that the package was delivered to him by 
one of the judges or clerks (naming him); that it has not 
been out of his possession since it was received, and has not 
been opened, altered or changed while in his possession. The 
affidavit shall be endorsed on the package. If sent by mail 
it shall be mailed by one of the judges, and the postmaster 
shall make on it an endorsement that he receivec ıt from one 
of the judges (naming him). 


Sec. 3. Section thirty-first of said chapter is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: 


§ 31. On the second Monday after the day of each elec- 
tion, or as soon as the election returns shall have been re- 
ceived from each precinct of the county, if they are received 
within that time the Board of Supervisors of the county 

- -shall proceed to estimate the vote of the county, a state- 
ment of which shall be drawn up and signed by them. The 
statement shall contain the names of the persons voted for, 
the office to fill which each person was voted for, the num- 
ber of votes given at each precinct to each of such persons 
and the number of votes given to each inthe county and the 
same shall be filed, together with the returns from each pre- 
cinct with the Clerk of the Board of Supervisors. 
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Sec. 4. Section thirty-second of said chapter is hereby 
amended sv as to read as follows: 


§ 32. The person having the highest number of votes 
given for each office to be filled by the votes of a single 
county, shall be declared elected, and the Clerk of the Board 
of Supervisors shall immediately make out and deliver or 
send to him a certificate of election, signed by said Clerk of 
the Board of Supervisors and authenticated with the seal of 
the office of the Board of Supervisors. 


Sec. 5. Sections thirty-three and thirty four of said chap- 
ter are hereby repealed. 


Sec. 6. Section thirty-six of said chapter is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: i 
§ 36. When elections are held for delegate in Congress, 
it shall be the duty of the Clerk of the Board of Supervisors, 
as soon as the Board of Supervisors have made out a state- 
ment of the vote for delegate in said County, as required in 
section thirty-one of this chapter, to copy therefrom so much 
as relates to the votes given for said delegate, and certify to 
the correctness thereof under his hand and the seal of the 
Board of Supervisors, and transmit the same to the Secretary 
of the Territory, endorsing on the package the words, 
* “Election Returns.” On the fortieth day after the day of 
the election, or as soon as the returns shall have been received 
from all the counties of the Territory, if received within that 
time, the Secretary of the Territory shall compare and esti- 
mate the votes given for such delegate and certify to the 
Governor the person having the highest number of votes, 
and it shall thereupon be the duty of the Governor to give to.

§ 64. If the Secretary of the Territory, or any Chairman, 
Judge, Board of Judges, Supervisor, Board of Supervisors, 
Clerk of the Board of Supervisors, Clerk of an Election or 
Clerk of District Court on whom any duty is enjoined by 
this chapter, shall be guilty of any willful neglect of such 
duty, or of any fraudulent, or corrupt conduct in the execu- 
tion of any such duty, he or they so offending shall, on con- 
viction thereof, be fined in any sum not exceeding two thou- 
sand dollars, to which may be added imprisonment in the 
county gal not exceeding one year.

Arizona: 


SECTION 1. A wagon road shall be constructed from Pres- 
cott to Bradshaw City in the Territory of Arizona, by the 
following route, to wit: Beginning at Prescott and follow- 
ing the Senator Mine road to a point near Louwls’ ditch, 
thence along said ditch to the Hassayampa, thence up Maple 
Gulch and across the mountain to the head of the East fork 
of the Hassayampa, thence along said East fork to a point 
near Spence’s ranch; thence across the divide to Turkey 
Creek, thence down said Turkey Creek to a point near the 
Bully Bueno Mill, thence to Battle Flat, thence to the Peck 
Mine, thence to Bradshaw City. 


Sec. 2. The Board of Supervisors of Yavapai County, 
in said Territory of Arizona, are hereby fully empowered 
and authorized to do all things necessary to carry into effect 
the provisions of this act; to make, enter into and consum- 
mate all agreements and contracts necessary to construct and 
complete said road, as far as they can under the provisons of 
this act; and to have and exercise supervisory control in the 
construction and completion of said road; they shall within 
sixty days after the passage of this act proceed to have plans, 
surveys and specifications made for the purpose of locating 
and constructing said road by the route aforesaid. 


SEC. 3. As soon as they shall have adopted the plans, 
surveys and specifications referred to in section two herein, 
they shall advertise in one or more newspapers published in 
this Territory for the period of thirty days for bids for the 
construction and completion of said road, or portions thereof, - - 
according to the plans, surveys and specifications so adopted 
by them; said advertisements shall contain substantially said 
plans, surveys and specifications. 


* 
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© Sec. 4. The Board of Supervisors aforesaid shall meet 
on the day and at the place named in said advertisement, 
and shall publicly open all bids received, and may award 
such contract or contracts in the manner as in their discre- 
tion appears most conducive to the interests of said County 
of Yavapai, and they may reject any and all bids offered, and 
they shall require of the person or persons to whom such 
award may be made, to enter into a written contract with 
said Board for the construction and completion of said road or 
any portion thereof, and shall require such person or persons 
so entering into said contract, to give bonds to said County 
of Yavapai for the faithful performance of said contract in 
double the amount of said cortract, with two or more good 
and sufficient sureties to be approved by said Board of Su- 
pervisors. 


Sec. 5. As soon as said Board of Supervisors shall have 
ascertained the amount required to construct and complete 
said road, or any portion thereof, and other expenses necessary 
to carry into effect the provisions of this act, they shall im- 
mediately proceed to prepare and issue bonds on the faith 
and credit of said County of Yavapai, not to exceed in 
amount the sum of thirty-five thousand dollars, as pro- 
vided in the tollowing section. 


Sec. 6. Kor the purpose of carrying into effect the pro- 
visions of this act, the Board of Supervisors of Yavapai 
County are hereby authorized and empowered to prepare 
and issue bonds on the faith and credit of said County of 
Yavapai, not to exceed in amount the sum of thirty-five 
thousand dollars, said bonds to be payable at the eapiration 
of five, ten and fifteen years from the date of their issuance, 
and to bear interest at the rate of ten per cent. per annum, 
which interest shall be payable annually on the first Monday 
in January in each year, at the office of the County Treasurer 
of said County of Yavapai; provided, that such bonds may 
be redeemed at any time the said County of Yavapai may so 
elect. Such bonds to be of the denomination of fifties, hun- 
dreds and five hundreds, the form and number of each de- 
nomination of such bonds to be determined by said Board, 
and each denomination of such bondsto be numbered consec- 
utively from one upwards; and each bond shall be signed 
by the Chairman of the Board and countersigned by the 
Clerk of said Board, The amount of all such bonds not to 
exceed the sum of thirty-five thousand dollars; and to each 
bond so issued shall be attached the seal of the Count 
Recorder of said County of Yavapai. The said Board sh 
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determine what amount of said bonds shall be payable in 
five years, what amount in ten years, and what amount in’ 
fifteen years. 


_ Sec. 7. The coupons, or certificates for the payment of 
interest, shall be attached to said bonds in such manner that 


they may be taken off without injurmg or mutilating the’ 


bonds, and shall be severally numbered from one to five 
inclusive for the five years’ series, and from one to ten inclu- 
sive for the ten years’ series, and from one to fifteen inclusive 
for the fifteen years’ series of said bonds. 


Sec. 8. Upon the payment by the County Treasurer of 
any interest upon any of the said bonds, he shall detach 
coupons equal to the amount so paid by him, which coupons 
shall be his vouchers therefor, and he shall endorse on the 
back of said coupon or coupons so received by him the date 
when he received the said coupon or coupons, and the 
amount paid. 


Sec. 9. There shall be levied annually upon the taxable 
property in said County of Yavapai a tax of fifty cents upon 
each one hundred dollars, such tax to be levied and collected 
in the same manner as now provided by law for the assess- 
ment and collection of taxes within this Territory. The tax 
so collected shall, by the Treasurer of said County of Yava- 
pai, be placed to a fund, to be denominated “The Prescott 
and Bradshaw City Wagon Road Fund,” and the moneys so 
appropriated shall be applied as designated by this act, and 
shail be used for no other purpose whatsoever. 


Sec. ro. Whenever there shall have accumulated in said 
Prescott and Bradshaw City Wagon Road Fund the sum 
of one thousand dollars in excess of the interest due and pay- 
able upon all outstanding bonds issued as‘ provided by this 
act for the year in which such excess shall have accrued, 
the County Treasurer of said County of Yavapai shall adver- 
tise for bids for the surrender of bonds issued in pursuance 
of this act, which advertisement shall be for the period of 
twenty days in some newspaper printed in the said county of 
Yavapai, and such advertisement shall specify a day on 
which said Treasurer will open bids for the surrender of any 
such bonds. All offers for the surrender of bonds shall be 
sealed proposals and shall be endorsed “ proposals for the 
surrender of Prescott and Bradshaw City Wagon Road 
Fund Bonds.” On the day named in such advertisement, 
some one member of the Board of Supervisors and the 
County Treasurer shall between the hours of ro A. M. and 4 
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P. M. of that day proceed to the office of the latter and shall 
publicly open all proposals offered, and shall accept the lowest 
bids offered to the extent of the money in said fund applica- 
ble to the redemption of such bonds; and if two proposals 
or more are the same, and the lowest offered, the bonds 
smallest in denomination shall be first paid; provided, that 
no offer shall be considered unless the bonds proposed to be 
surrendered shall accompany the proposal, and no bid shall 
be accepted for more than the par value of any such bonds. 
Upon the acceptance of any proposals offered, the Treasurer 
shall pay to the person or persons whose bids have been 
accepted, out of the said “Prescott and Bradshaw City 
Wagon Road Fund,” the money for which such bond or 
bonds were offered, and shall indorse across the face of the 
same the word “cancelled,” and upon the back of every 
such bond so cancelled he shall indorse the day and year, 
the same was paid, the person or persons to whom paid, the 
rate at which the same was paid, and the whole amount paid 
on account of such bond, and the said Treasurer shall file the 
same in his office as his voucher for the sums of money paid 
by him on account of said fund. If when money has so ac- 
cumulated in said fund, and notice thereof given as in this sec- 
tion provided, no bids are offered for the surrender of any 
such bonds, the County Treasurer shall set apart such money 
and advertise for the same period and in the same manner ag 
for the surrender of bonds, which advertisement shall specify 
the sum of money then in his hands applicable to the pay- 
ment of bonds issued by authority of this act, and shall in 
such notice call for the surrender of bonds equal to the 
money in his hands with the interest due thereon, which 
bonds so called for surrender shall be those first in issue. 
Said Treasurer shall further state in such notice the number 
and denomination of the outstanding bond or bonds he is 
ready to cancel, and the person or persons to whom issued, 
and interest for such bond or bonds shall cease after ten days 
from the last day of publication of such notice. When at any 
time there shall be in the hands of the County Treasurer to 
the credit of said Prescott and Bradshaw City Wagon Road 
Fund a sufn sufficient to liquidate all outstanding bonds with 
the accrued interest thereon, the said Treasurer shall adver- 
tise for the surrender of all such bonds in one or more news- 
papers published in the Territory, for the period of thirty 
days. Such advertisement shall specify that there is in the 
hands of said Treasurer sufficient money to pay all outstand- 
ing bonds and interest accrued in pursuance of this act, and 
that unless presented for payment before a date named in 
such advertisement, which -date shall not be more than ten 
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days subsequent to the expiration of said advertisement, the 
interest on all bonds so outstanding shall cease. 


Sec 11. The County Treasurer, upon receiving such 
bonds from the Clerk of the Board of Supervisors, shall hold 
the same subject to the order of the board. Upon receiving 
an order from the Board of Supervisors for that purpose, 
the Treasurer shall issue to the person or persons in any such 
order named, the amount of bonds thereon specified, filling ın 
number and date of such bonds, and shall at the time of such 
issue enter in a book to be kept for that purpose, the date of 
such issue, the number and denomination of the bonds so 
issued, and the person or persons to whom issued, and all 
such bonds shall bear interest from the date of their issue. 


Sec. 12. It shall be the duty of said Board of Supervisors 
to keep a correct account of all expenses incurred in the 
construction of said road, and make a full report of the same 
as soon as said road is completed, and cause said report to 
be published in one or more newspapers published in said 
County of Yavapai. 

Src. 13. Should the amount specified in this act be insutti- 
cient to complete said road, the Board of Supervisors are 


hereby authorized and empowered to construct so much of 
said road as they can. 


Sec. 14. It is hereby made the duty of said Supervisors 
to complete said road, or so much thereof as the amount of 
money that may be derived from the sale of the aforesaid 
bonds will enable them to complete, on or before the first 
day of January, A. D. 1878. 


Sec. 15. This" act to take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage.

To amend section fourteen, chapter thirty-five, Compiled 
Laws, “ Of the Limitation of Actions.” 


Be tt enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arrzona: 


SECTION 1. That section fourteen, chapter thirty-five, 
Compiled Laws, “Of the limitation of actions,” be amended 
so as to read as follows: 
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§ 14. Actions, other than those for the recovery of real 
property, can only be commenced as follows: 
ithin five years: An action upon a judgment or decree 
of any court of the United States, or of any State or Terri- 
tory within the United States. Within four years: An action 
upon any contract, obligation or liability, founded upon an 
instrument of writing, except those mentioned in the preced- 
ing section. Within three years: r. An action upon a lia- 
bility created by statute, other than a penalty or forfeiture; 
2. An action for trespass upon real property; 3. An action 
for taking, detaining or injuring any goods or chattels, includ- 
ing actions for the specific recovery of sabres property ; 
4. An action for relief on the ground of fraud, the cause of 
action in such case not to be deemed to have accrued until 
the discovery by the aggrieved party of the facts constituting 
the fraud. Within two years: 1. An action upon a contract, 
obligation or liability, not founded upon an instrument of 
_ writing; 2. An action on an open account for goods, wares 
and merchandise sold and delivered; 3. An action for any 
article charged in a store account; 4. An action against a 
sheriff, coroner or constable, upon the hability incurred by 
the doing of an act in his official capacity and 1n virtue of his 
office, or by the omission of an official duty, including the 
non-payment of money collected upon an execution; but this - 
sub-division shall not apply to an action for an escape. 
Within one year: 1. An action upon a statute for a penalty 
or forfeiture, where the action is given to an individual, or to 
an individual and the Territory, except where the statute 
imposing it prescribes a different limitation; 2. An action for 
libel, slander, assaults, battery or false imprisonment; 3. An 
action upon a statute for a forfeiture or penalty to the people 
of this Territory; 4. An action against a sheriff or other 
officer for the escape of a prisoner arrested, or imprisoned 
on civil process. 


Src. 2. That “An act to amend section fourteen, chapter 
thirty-five of Howell Code, ‘Of limitation of actions,’” ap- 
proved February 13th, 1873, and all acts and parts of acts 
in conflict with the provisions of this act, be and the same

No. 44. AN ACT 


To amend an act authorizing a loan on the faith and credit of 
the Territory, and to provide for the erection of a Terri- 
torial Prison, and for the confinement of prisoners therein. 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: 


SECTION 1. Section five of said act is hereby amended so 
as to read as follows: N 


§ 5. The Board of Territorial Prison Commissioners shall 
consist of three persons, two of whom shall constitute a quo- 
rum for business, and they shall be by the Governor nomi- 
nated, and by and with the consent of the Legislative Council 
appointed, and shall hold their offices for two years and until 
their successors are appointed and qualified. In case of a 
vacancy the Governor shall appoint one or more, as may be 
required to constitute a full Board. The Governor shall is- 
sue commissions to the persons appointed to the office of 
Prison Commissioners upon certificate of their confirmation 
by the Council. Said Board of Prison Commissioners shall 
render a full report of all their proceedings to the Governor 
on the first day of December of each year, which report 
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shall by him be laid before each Legislature. Said Board 
of Prison Commissioners may also appoint a Secretary of 
the Board, whose duty it shall be to attend all meetings of 
the Board, keep a correct minute of all meetings and make 
all reports ordered to be made, and perform such other 
clerical work as the Board may order. 


Sec. 2. Section 8 of said act is hereby amended so as to 
read as follows: ‘ 


§ 8. The Board shall appoint at their regular meeting in 
April, 1877, a Superintendent, who shall hold his office for 
the period of two years thereafter, whose duty it shall be to 
have charge of the grounds and buildings, and of the pris- 
oners or convicts confined in the Territorial Prison under 
such rules-and regulations as may be prescribed by said 
Board of Territorial Prison Commissioners; and they, may 
cause the Superintendent to appoint such number of guards 
as shall be necessary for the security and safe keeping of 
prisoners. 


Sec. 3. Section fifteen of said act is hereby amended so 
as to read: 


§ 15. The pay of the Superintendent of the Prison shall be 
eighteen hundred dollars per year, and the pay of the Sec- 
retary shall not exceed four hundred dollars per year, which 
shall be audited by the Board of Prison Commissioners in 
the manner prescribed by section fourteen of this act, and 
paid in the manner therein provided. Each of said Prison 
Commissioners shall receive five dollars per day for attend- 
ance at regular and special meetings of said board, but they 
shall not receive pay for more than three days each in any 
one month; provided, that if any of the said Commission- 
ers shall reside at a distance of one hundred miles or more 
from said Territorial Prison, that such Commissioner, or 
Commissioners shall receive a salary of five hundred dollars 
per annum, and mileage as allowed by law to sheriffs in civil 
cases, in lieu of such per diem, to be paid quarterly in the 
manner provided for in section fourteen of this act, for the 
payment of other officers, The pay of each guard in attend- 
ance shall not exceed one hundred dollars per month. The 
Superintendent before entering upon the duties of his office, 
shall give a bond to the Territory with two or more sureties 
in the sum of five thousand dollars, to be approved by the 
Board of Territorial Prison Commissioners, for the faithful 
performance of his duties. And each guard shall in like 
mariner execute a bond, with like sureties, in the sum of one 
thousand dollars each. 
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Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the Superintendent to re- 
ceive therein, and safely keep, and subject to the discipline 
of the penitentiary any criminal convicted of any crime 
against the United States, sentenced to imprisonment therein, 
by any court ot the United States, until such sentence shall 
be executed, or until such convict shall be discharged by due 
course of law, the United States supporting such’ convicts 
and paying the expense of executing such sentence. ` 


Sec. 5. The Superintendent shall cause to be kept a 
record of each and all infractions of the rules of discipline by 
convicts, with the name of the convict or convicts offending, 
and the date and character of each offense, which record 
shall be placed before the Territorial Prison Commissioners 
at each regular meeting of the board, and every convict who 
shall have been sentenced for a term of years, whose name 
does not appear upon’such record of reports, shall be entitled 
to a deduction of one day per month from his sentence, for 
each month he shall continue to obey all the rules of the 
penitentiary for the period of one year from the passage of 
this act. 

Ail such convicts who shall huve been entitled to a de- 
duction of one day per month, according to the provisions of 
the above sections, shall for like faithful observance of all the 
rules for the second year, be entitled to a deduction of two 
days per month, and if any convict shall continue his deport- 
ment for the remainder of the time of his sentence, after the 
expiration of two years, he shall be entitled to a deduction of 
four days per month until his time shall expire. If any con- 
vict shall be guilty of wilful violation of the rules of the 
prison, after he shall have become entitled to a diminution of 
service, to which he has been sentenced, the Prison Commis- 
sioners shall have the power to deprive such convict of a 
portion, or all of such diminution of service to which he had 
previously become entitled by virtue of thè provisions of this 
act, and it shall be the duty of the Territorial Prison Com- 
missioners to direct the discharge of such convict when he- 
shall have served out his sentence, less the time which shall 
be deducted therefrom by virtue of the provisions of this act. 


Sec. 6. The Board of Territorial Prison Commissioners 
shall provide the Superintendent with all books of records 
and the necessary stationery and office furniture for the use 
of his office. 

Sec. 7. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with the pro- 
visions of this act are hereby repealed. 


Sec. 8. This act shall go into effect on and after its 
passage.

Supplemental to an act entitled “an act to secure the con- 
struction and operation of certain railroad and telegraph 
lines, and to provide for other matters relating thereto.” 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: 


Sec. 1. That section five of an act entitled “an act to 
secure the construction and operation of certain railroad and 
telegraph lines and to provide for other matters relating 
thereto,” be so construed as to exempt only such part of the 
property of such corporation as is or may be used in the 
construction, equipment or operation of said lines of railroad 
or telegraph, or either of them, and that all property of said 
corporation not used in the construction, equipment or ope- 
ration of its said lines of railroad and telegraph, or either of 
them, in the Territory of Arizona, shall be subject at all times 
to the same rate of taxation as the property of private 
persons. 


Sec, 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage.

No. 46. AN ACT 
To Incorporate the City of Tucson. 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: 


ARTICLE I. 
OF THE CORPORATION. 


Section 1. That the district of country embracing sec- 
tions twelve and thirteen, in township fourteen, south of 
range thirteen east, and heretofore known as the incorporate 
Village of Tucson, in the county of Pima, shall be a city b 
the name of Tucson, and the inhabitants residing therein shall 
be a corporation under the name and style of “The Common 
Council of the City of Tucson,” and by that name they and 
their successors shall be known in law and shall have per- 
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petual succession, may sue and be sued, plead and be im- 
pleaded, complain and defend in all courts and in all actions 
and proceedings, and may have a common seal and change 
the same at pleasure, may purchase, hold and convey real 
and personal property for the benefit of said city. 


ARTICLE II. 


OF THE OFFICERS. 


Section 1. The officers of the City of Tucson shall con- 
sist of one Mayor and four Councilmen, who, together, shall 
form the Common Council, one Recorder, one Treasurer, one 
Assessor, one Marshal, one Poundmaster, and such other 
subordinate officers as the Common Council may appoint. 


Src. 2. And be it further enacted, that the present Coun- 
cil and other officers of the Village of Tucson are hereby 
constituted and declared to be the Common Council and other 
officers of the City of Tucson, and all the powers, privileges, 
duties and habilities enumerated in this act are hereby con- 
ferred upon and vested in said Common Council and other 
ne named therein, respectively, and their successors in 
office. 


ARTICLE HII, 
OF DEEDS AND ORDINANCES, 


SECTION 1. And be it further enacted, that all deeds of 
conveyance heretofore made by the Mayor and Council of 
the Village of Tucson are hereby declared to be legal and 
valid conveyances, and all ordinances enacted by said Village 
Council are hereby declared to be legal and binding, but shall 
be inoperative on and after the passage of this act. 


ARTICLE IV. N 


OF RIGHTS OF SUCCESSION. 


SECTION 1. The incorporation created by this act shall 
succeed to all the legal rights and claims of the incorporate 
Village of Tucson, and shall be subject to all the liabilities 
incurred and all the obligations created by said Vilage Coun- 
cil of Tucson. 


ARTICLE V. 
OF ELECTIONS. 


SECTION 1. The election for city officers shall be held on 
the first Tuesday in January in each year, at such place as the 
Common Council shall designate, and there shall be elected, 
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annually, one Mayor, two Councilmen, one Recorder, one 
Treasurer, one Assessor, one Marshal and one Poundmaster. 
The officers so elected shall hold their respective offices until 
the second Tuesday of January of the a year, and 
until their successors are elected and qualified. The Coun- 
cilmen shall hold their office for two years, and until their 
successors are elected and qualified. . 


Sec. 2. Any three members of the Common Council shal 
act as Judges and Inspector of any of the municipal-elections, 
and the Recorder may be the clerk thereof. All the laws 
of this Territory in relation to elections and the canvass 
of votes, certifying to the election of officers and notifyin 
them of their election, shall apply to such elections in saic 
city so far as they are applica le and not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this act. 


ARTICLE VI. 
OF CANVASSING THE VOTES. 


SEcTION 1. The Judges and Inspectors of Elections shall 
canvass the votes given thereat, shall openly declare the re- 
sult, and shall make out and subscribe a certificate of such 
canvass; which certificate shall show the whole number of 
votes cast at such election, the number cast for each person 
voted for, and the office for which he shall have been voted 
for; which certificate shall be recorded in the journal of said 
City Council. 

ARTICLE VII. 
OF QUALIFICATION OF ELECTORS. 


SECTION 1. Every elector residing within said city, and 
ualified to vote at a general election, may vote at all elec- 
tions in said city. 


Sec. 2. No person, not an elector, shall be eligible to an 
office under the provisions of this act; and the persons eli- 
gible, and having the greatest number of votes at any elec- 
tion herein provided for, shall be declared elected. 


ARTICLE VUI. 
OF SPECIAL ELECTIONS, 


Section r. The Common Council shall order special 
election to fill any vacancy that may occur in the Council, or 
may fill by appointment, any of the subordinate offices men- 
tioned in this act, that may become vacant; but no special 
election shall be held until at least ten days’ notice shall have 
been given of the time and place of holding the same, and 
the office to be filled. 
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ARTICLE IX. 
OF NOTICE OF ELECTION. 


SECTION I. It shall be the duty of the Recorder of said 
city to give at least ten days’ notice in writing, by posting 
the same in at least three public places in said_city; of the 
time and place of holding all elections, or by publishing the 

same in some newspaper published in said city. 


ARTICLE X. 
OF THE OATH OF OFFICE. 


‘Section 1. Every officer elected in said city shall, within 
ten days after he shall have been notified of his election, take 
and subscribe the oath of office prescribed by law, before any 
person authorized by law to administer oaths, and shall file 
the same with the Recorder of said city. 


ARTICLE XI. 


OF APPOINTMENTS. 


Section 1. The Common Council may appoint a Street 
Commissioner and such other subordinate officers as they 
shall deem necessary, and shall define their duties. 


Sec. 2. The Council shall also define the duties of the 
Treasurer, Assessor, Marshal, Recorder and other ofticers, 
and shall prescribe such fees or compensation as it may deem 
just. 


ARTICLE XIL 
OF MEETINGS. _ 


Section 1. The Mayor and Council shall meet on the first 
iia every month, and they may adjourn from time to 
time. The Mayor may call special meetings at any time. 


Sec. 2. At all meetings of the Council the Mayor, when 
present, shall preside. In the absence of the Mayor, the 
Council may elect one of their number to preside. i 


Src. 3. A majority of the Council shall constitute a quo- 
rum, and a less number shall not transact any business. 


Sec. 4. The sittings of the Council shall be open to the 
poc A journal of their Ce shall be kept by the 
ecorder, under their direction, and the yeas and nays, , 
on the passage of any ordinance, shall be akan and entered 
on the journal.

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ARTICLE XIII. 
OF GENERAL POWERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL. 


Section 1. The Common Council of said city shall have 
control of the finances and all the property, real and personal, 
belonging to the corporation, and shall likewise have power 
within the limits of the town: 


First—To erect, purchase or hire necessary buildings for 
the use of the corporation. 


Second—To appropriate money and to provide for the 
payment of the debts and expenses of the city. 


Third—To have and exercise exclusive control over the 
streets, alleys, avenues and sidewalks of the city; to give 
names to the same; to prevent the encumbering thereof; to 
abate, remove and prevent all obstructions, encumbrances 
and nuisances thereon; to widen, straighten, extend, grade, 
clean or otherwise regulate and improve the same; to open, 
lay out and improve new streets; to protect all streets, alleys, 
lanes, commons and other property from encroachment, and 
to punish by fine the offenders; to change the channels of 
natural water courses and to regulate the same; to prevent 
and punish the filling up or obstructing of the same by 
private persons; to regulate and require the bridging of 
irrigating and other ditches at the crossing thereof by the 
owners of such ditches; to provide the city with water by 
means of wells or reservoirs within or beyond the limits of 
the city; to provide for the prevention and extinguishment 
of fires; to regulate the storage of gunpowder and all other 
explosive materials, and to provide a place where it may be 
kept and compel the owners thereof to keep all explosive 
materials at such designated place; to provide for the enclos- 
ing, improving and protecting of public grounds and cemete- 
ries of the city; to plant trees on the same and to punish, by 
fine or imprisonment, any person who shall injure or destroy 
such trees or plants; to establish and regulate all cemeteries; 
to establish and maintain a hospital within or beyond the 
limits of the city; to provide measures to prevent the intro- 
duction or spread of contagious or infectious disease within 
the city; to remove any person or persons who have a 
contagious or infectious disease to a hospital prepared for 
such patients; to enact quarantine laws and to enforce the 
same within the city and in all places within two miles thereof; 
to define and abate nuisances, and punish the authors thereof; 
to compel the owner or occupant of any house or premises 
to clean the grounds appurtenant thereto; to remove from 
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the immediate vicinity of the inhabited parts of the city all 
slaughter houses, and to define the boundaries within which 
they shall not be kept; to prevent, suppress and punish 
horse-racing or immoderate driving or riding in the streets; 
to prevent, suppress or punish any riot, affray, disorderly 
noise, or disturbance in any street, or public or private place 
in the city; to prevent the running at large of all horses, 
cattle, swine or goats within the city, and to authorize the 
impounding and sale of the same when found running at 
large contrary to ordinance; to impose penalties on the 
owners thereof; to regulate, restrain and prohibit the run- 
ning at large of dogs, to authorize their destruction when at 
large contrary to any ordinance of the Council, and to 
impose penalties on the owners thereof; to license, tax and 
regulate public shows, circuses, theatrical and other public 
exhibitions; to suppress houses of ill fame and all other 
places of a disorderly and riotous character; to regulate, 
license and tax public fairs and feasts within the city; to 
levy and cause to be collected the several taxes authorized 
by this act, and to do all other acts necessary to preserve 
the health, order and good government of the city. 


Sec. 2. The Common Council shall have power in its 
corporate name to pre-empt or purchase lands adjoining its 
corporate limits for the use and benefit of the city; and may 
plat, sell and convey the same in such quantities as the Com- 
mon Council shall determine upon; and may, by ordinance, 
extend the corporate boundaries and authority of the city 
over such lands or territory. 

Sec. 3. The Common Council shall have power to levy 
and cause to be collected, annually, upon the assessed value 
of the real and personal property within the city, (except 
such as may be by law exempt from taxation), a city tax of 
not exceeding one half of one per cent., and to provide for 
the collection of, and the enforcement of payment of all taxes 
by seizure and sale of the property; to levy and cause to be 
collected a quarter-yearly license tax from all persons and 
corporations engaged in the business, trade, dealing or occu- 
pation in this section named, as follows: Every person who 
may deal in goods, wares and merchandise, (wines and 
liquors at wholesale shall be considered as mela oT 
every person who shall sell or vend any wines or distille 
liquors at retail, butcher’s meat, drugs and medicines, all 
tavern or innkeepers, all keepers of restaurants, eating- 
houses or saloons, and all pawnbrokers, grocery keepers and 
oe of livery stables. 
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Sec. 4. The Common Council shall have power to levy 
and cause to be collected a monthly license tax on every 
traveling merchant or peddler, on every billiard table kept 
for public use, and on every gaming or gambling table of 
whatever form or manner of use; to direct and control the 
laying and constructing of railroad tracks, bridges, switches 
and sidetracks in the streets of the city; to require the same 
to be so laid and ‘constructed by the railroad company, as to 
interfere as little as possible with the ordinary travel and use 
of the streets; to regulate the speed of locomotives within 
the limits of the city; to make from time to time all ordin- 
ances necessary or proper for carrying into effect these or 
any other powers which may be vested by law in the cor- 
poration, to enforce the observance of such ordinances and to 
punish violations thereof. 


ARTICLE XIV. 
OF THE POWERS AND DUTIES OF CITY OFFICERS. 


SECTION 1. It shall be the duty of the Mayor to com- 
municate to the Common Council, quarterly, a general 
statement of the situation and condition of the city in relation 
to its finances and improvements; to recommend the ado 
tion of such measures as he may deem necessary for the 
good government, health, cleanliness and general improve- 
ment of the city; to countersign all warrants and licenses 
issued under ordinances of the Council; to preside over the 
Council, when present, at their sittings; to maintain the 
peace and good order of the city; to see that the by-laws 
and ordinances are executed; to exercise a supervision over 
the subordinate officers, and to examine into any complaints 
that may be preferred by any citizen. 


Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of every Councilman to 
attend the regular and special meetings of the Council; to 
appoint one of their number to preside in the absence of the 

yor; to act efficiently when appointed on committees; to 
aid in maintaining peace and good order in the city, and in 
enforcing the by-laws and ordinances of the Common Coun- 
cil. The Mayor and Councilmen shall not receive any com- 
pensation for their services as such. 


Sec. 3. The Marshal shall bé a Constable for the city, 
and may serve any procéss issued by the Recorder or by any 
Justice of the Peace or other officer by virtue of this act; and 
shall be entitled to the same fees as constables are for similar 
services, and shall be entitled to the same privileges and sub- 
ject to the same liabilities as constables in the discharge of 
similar duties. 
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Sec.'4. The Marshal shall perform the duties required ofhim 
by the Common Council; shall see that the by-laws and ordi- 
nances are observed, and that the streets, alleys, lanes and 
commons are kept clean and “unobstructed; may arrest any 
disorderly person or persons for violating any of the ordi- 
nances, and may take them before the Recorder or any Justice 
of the Peace for trial. He shall pay all moneys collected by 
him and belonging to the city to the City Treasurer, and 
shall report the same to. the Common Council. He shall 
give bonds for the faithful performance of his duties, and 
shall receive such compensation for his services as the 
Council shall prescribe. 


Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the City Treasurer to re- 
ceive all moneys belonging to the city; to keep an account 
of all receipts and expenditures in such manner as the Coun- 
cil may direct; and he shall, whenever required by the 
Council, present them with a full account of such receipts - 
and expenditures for any period designated by the Council. 
All moneys drawn from the City Treasury shall be drawn 
in pursuance of an order of the Common Council, by war- 
rant signed by the Mayor and countersigned by the Re- 
corder; and such warrant shall specify for what purpose the 
amount therein specified is paid. 


Sec. 6. The Treasurer shall, on the second Monday in 
January, in each year, make an annual settlement with the 
Common Council, and the warrants paid and cancelled by 
him shall be his vouchers for money expended by him, and 
he shall turn. over to his successor all books, papers and 
moneys belonging to the the Treasurer’s office, and ‘shall 
take receipts therefor and file the same with the Common 
Council. He shall, if all his accounts are found correct, be 
discharged from his bonds by an order to be entered on the 
journal of the Council. The Treasurer shall give bonds in 
such sum as the Common Council may require for the faith- 
ful discharge of his duties, and shall be allowed no compen- 
sation for his services. 


Sec. 7. The Recorder shall be appointed by the Common 
Council from among the qualified electors residing in the 
city. He shall have the same powers, authority and jurisdic- 
tion as a Justice of the Peace within the city in inquiring 
into, hearing and determining all offences committed within 
the limits oF the city against any of*the by-laws, ordinances 
or regulations of the Oaoa Council, and to punish the 
offender, or offenders, in such manner as may be prescribed 
by such by-laws, ordinances and regulations. 
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Sec. 8. It shall be the duty of the Recorder to keep the 
corporate seal and also all the papers and documents belong- 
ing to the city, and to file the same in his office under appro- 
priate heads ; to attend the sittings of the Common Council 
and keep a journal of all their proceedings, and to record in 
the proper book, all the by-laws and ordinances passed by 
the Common Council ; to sign all warrants and licenses issued 
by order of the Council, and to keep an account in an appro- 
priate book of all the licenses issued, and to whom issued, 
and the amount of each ; to keep an account of all orders or 
warrants drawn on the Treasurer, and to charge the Treasurer 
with all moneys paid to him by the Marshal, Collector, Street 
Commissioner or Recorder ; he shall charge the collector of 
taxes with the amount of the tax-roll and blank license re- 
ceipts, and shall credit the Collector with the Treasurer’s re- 
ceipts; he shall charge the Street Commissioner with the road- 
tax receipts, and credit him with the Treasurer’s receipts ; he 
shall do and perform all other services required of him by 
this act. The Common Council shall allow the Recorder 
such compensation for such services as it may deem proper. 


Sec. 9. It shall be the duty of the Assessor to assess the 
real and personal property within the city at such time and 
in such manner as the Common Council may direct ; he shall 
be collector of the licenses and revenues of the city ; he shall 
pay over to the Treasurer all sums of money collected by him 
within ten days after such sums shall have been collected ; 
and shall take receipts therefor and file the same with the 
Recorder ; he shall give such bonds as the Common Council 
may require for the faithful performance of his duties, and 
shall receive such compensation as the Council may prescribe. 


Sec. 10. The duties and compensation of the Pound-mas- 
ter shall be defined by ordinances of the Common Council. 


Sec. 11. The Street Commissioner, under instructions of 
the Common Council, shall have control of all improvements 
of streets, commons and cemeteries, and shall collect the 
street tax in conformity to ordinances of the Council. 


ARTICLE XV. 
OF STREET TAX. 


SECTION I. An annual street tax of three dollars is hereby 
levied on each and every male inhabitant over eighteen and 
under sixty years of age, residing within the corporate limits 
of said city, and payable to the Street Commissioner on 
demand ; or in lieu thereof two days’ work, the party owing 
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the same furnishing a pick and shovel, and performing said 
labor under the direction of the Street Commissioner. 


ARTICLE XVI. 


OF ADDITIONAL POWERS. 


$ 
Section 1. The Common Council shall have power, by 
ordinance, to suppress circus performances, theatrical exhi- 
bitions, instrumental music and cock fighting within the lim- 
its of the city on the Sabbath day, and to prohibit the dis- 
charge of fire-arms. 


Sec. 2. The Common Council shall have power to enact 
oidinances relative to every subject matter named or referred 
to in this act, and to prescribe penalties for violations of said 
ordinances. 


Sec. 3. The Common Council shall have power, by ordi- 
nance, to compel the owners of vacant lots within the inhab- 
ited portions of the city, to keep the same clean. 


ARTICLE XVII. 
OF BOOK OF ORDINANCES. 


SECTION I. Fhe Common Council shall provide a book 
to be styled the “ Book of Ordinances,” in which shall be 
transcribed all ordinances and by-laws of the Council, each 
of which shall be signed by the Mayor and attested by the 
Recorder, and shall, before taking effect, be published or 
posted for a period of not less than twenty days. 


ARTICLE XVIII. 
MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 
N 


SECTION 1. Any Justice of the Peace residing within said 
city, may be and is hereby authorized and empowered to in- 
uire into, hear and determine all offences committed within 
the limits of the city against any of the by-laws, ordinances 
and regulations of the Common Council, and to punish the 
offender or offenders as prescribed by such by-laws and or- 
dinances; provided, that any person charged with violating 
any of said by-laws or ordinances may have a trial‘by jury, 
as in other cases. 


Sec. 2. The Marshal, Assessor, Treasurer, Recorder, 
Pound-master and such other officers as may be appointed, 
shall receive such compensation for their services as the or- 
dinances and by-laws shall direct. a

Src. 3. The Common Council shall, at the expiration of 
each quarter, cause to be published a true statement of all 
moneys received, and from what source, and of all moneys 
expended, and for what purpose. 


Sec. 4. In all actions, suits and proceedings, wherein the 
Common Council of said city shall be a party, no citizen 
thereof shall be deemed an incompetent witness or juror on 
account of the interest of such citizen in the event of such 
action, suit or proceeding; provided, that such interest be 
only such as is held in common with the citizens of said city. 


Sec. 5. Process against said corporation may be served 
by reading the same to, and leaving an attested copy with 
the Recorder or Mayor of said city; provided, that the 
first process shall be a summons, served at least ten days 
prior to the return day thereof. 


Sec. 6. The style of the city ordinances shall be as fol- 
lows: “The Common Council of Tucson do ordain as fol- 
lows.” All ordinances shall be published in a newspaper 
printed in the city, if there be one, but if there be none, then 
by posting the same in three conspicuous places in the city. 


ARTICLE XIX. 


OF BONDS AND INDEBTEDNESS. 


SEecTion 1. The Common Council shall not create any 
indebtedness or incur any liabilities greater in any one year, 
than the revenues derived under the provisions of this act in 
such year. 


Sec. 2. If the Council shall deem it advisable to make 
improvements, the cost of which, added to the other expen- 
ditures, shall exceed the annual revenues, they shall submit 
the proposition tothe legal voters of the city by publishing 
the same for thirty days in some newspaper published within 
the city, and if sixty per cent. of the votes poiled shall be in 
favor of the proposition, the improvements may be made, 
provision first having been made for the payment thereof. 


Sec. 3. If the Council shall deem it advisable to issue 
bonds for any specific purpose, payable at some future time, 
they shall first submit the proposition to the legal voters of 
the city by publishing the same for thirty days in some news- 
paper published in the city, setting forth clearly for what pur- 

ose and on what conditions the bonds are proposed to be 
issued; and if seventy per cent. of the legal votes polled shall 
be in favor of issuing the bonds, then the bonds may be 
issued on the terms and conditions contained in the propo- 
sition. 
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Sec. 4. If the legal voters of the city shall, in the manner 
provided in the preceding sections of this article, authorize the 
making of improvements beyond the amount of the current 
revenues, as provided in section two of this article, or shall 
authorize the issuing of city bonds, as contemplated in section 
three of this article, then for the purpose of providing a 
revenue for the payment of said improvements, or of the inter- 
est and principal of said bonds, the Common Council of said 
city shall have the power.to levy and cause to be collected 
an additional annual tax of not exceeding one per cent. on 
all the taxable property in said city; said tax to be levied 
and collected in such manner as shall be provided by ordi- 
nance. ” 

ARTICLE XX. 


SECTION 1. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with the 
provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 


Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage.

In relation to Dogs. 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: 


SECTION I. If any dog shall kill or injure any sheep, the 
owner or harborer of such dog shall be hable for all damages 
that may be sustained thereby, to be recovered by the party 
owning any sheep so injured, before any court having com- 
petent jurisdiction. 


Sec. 2. It shall be lawful‘for any person, at any time, to 
kill any dog which may be found running, worrying, or in- 
juring sheep. 


Sec. 3. The provisions of the two preceding sections shall 
not be construed as applying to any dog remaining upon an 
enclosure or premises of its owner. 


Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage.

To amend “ An act supplemental to chapter twenty-four of 
the Compiled Laws of the Territory of Arizona, concern- 
ing the registration of voters.” 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: 


SECTION 1. That section one of “ An act supplemental to 
chapter twenty-four of the Compiled Laws of the Territory 
of Arizona, concerning the registration of voters,” approved 
February oth, 1875, be amended so as to read as follows: 


§ 1. Every male citizen of the United States, and every 
male citizen of Mexico, who shall have elected to become a 
citizen of the United States under the treaty of peace ex- 
changed and ratified at Queratero on the thirtieth day of 
May, 1848, and the Gadsden treaty of 1854; and every male 
person who shall have declared on oath before a compe- 
tent court of record his intention to become a citizen of the 
United States, and shall have taken an oath to support the 
Constitution and Government of the United States, of the 
age of twenty-one years, who shall have been a resident of the 
Territory one year next preceding the election, and the county 
or precinct in which he claims his vote, ten days, and whose 
name is enrolled on the Great Register of such county, shall 
be entitled to vote at all elections which are now or may be 
hereafter authorized by law. 


Sec. 2. The fifth subdivision of section four of said act be 
amended so as to read as follows: 


fifth—lf naturalized, or has declared his intention to 
become a citizen, the time and place of naturalization or of 
declaring his intention to become a citizen, as the case may 
be. 


Src. 3. The second and third’ subdivisions of section five 
of said act be amended so as to read as follows: 


Second—Upon the return of a Registering Officer of the 
county. ' 


Third—If a naturalized citizen, or has declared his inten- 
tion to become a citizen, upon the production of his certificate 
of naturalization, or of his intention to become a citizen, as the 
case may be, or upon his own affidavit ot its loss, together 
with the affidavit of a registered voter to the effect that the 
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applicant, if a naturalized citizen, or has declared his inten- 
tion to become a citizen, has resided in this Territory for one 
year next preceding the time of application, and is reported 
to be a citizen, or has declared his intention to become a citi- 
zen, as the case may be, and that deponent believes him to 
be or to have done so, and proof by the affidavit of the party 
that he is an elector of the county. 


Sec. 4. That section six, of said act, be amended so as to 
read as follows: i 


§ 6. Every Justice of the Peace in each county, shall be 
Registering Officers, and shall each keep a roll of electors, 
on which, and upon like proof, as is required for entry upon 
the Great Register, he must enroll the names of electors of 
the county, making application to him for that purpose, that 
provided in all precincts, that are without a qualified Justice 
of the Peace, the Board of Supervisors shall appoint a Re- 
gistering Officer therefor. 


Sec. 5. That section eight, of said act, be amended so as 
to read as follows: 


§ 8. The Recorder or Registering Officer must, upon 
every certificate of naturalization, or declaration of- intention 
to become a citizen, presented to him as evidence of citizen- 
ship, or of intention to become a citizen, as the case may be, 
endorse and subscribe a statement of the time of presenta- 
tion and of his action thereon. 


Sec. 6. That section nine, of said act, be amended so as 
to read as follows: 


§ 9. At the end of every month, each Registering Officer 
must return to the County Recorder a certified copy of all 
entries made upon his roll of electors during such month, 
and all affidavits made for the purpose of procuring such 
enrollment. 


Sec. 7. That section eleven, of said act, be amended so as 
to read as follows: 


$ rr. The Recorder must file and preserve all affidavits 
returned to him by the Registering Officers, or used before 
them for the purpose of registration. 


Sec. 8. That section twenty-six of said act be amended so 
as to read as follows: 


§ 26. The County Recorder for each name placed upon 
the Great Register, and for each certified copy of an entry 
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upon the Great Register, and the Registering Officer for 
each name placed upon his roll of electors, shall receive the 
sum of twenty-five cents, to be paid out of the County 
Treasury, which shall be in full payment for all services in 
connection with the registration of any elector, or for grant- 
ing any certificate of registration. 


Sec. 9. That section twenty-seven of said act be amended 
so as to read as follows: 


§ 27. At all elections the polls shall.be opened at eight 
o’clock in the morning, and shall continue open until sunset, 
at which time the Board ot Election shall close the polls; 
Provided, that the Board of Election may take a recess of 
one hour at any time they may think proper during the day 
before three o’clock in the afternoon, .but at said recess the 
ballot-box shall not be removed from the room in which any 
Seo may be held, nor from the presence of the Board of 

lection. 


Sec. ro. That subdivision four of section thirty-two be 
and the same is hereby repealed. 


Sec. 11. No elector shall be registered or have his name 
placed on the Great Register or roll of electors,on the day 
any general or special election is held. 


Sec. 12. Any County Recorder or Registering Officer, 
as specified in this act, who corruptly, willfully, or knowingly 
enters the name of any person upon the-Great Register or 
roll of electors not entitled to registration as provided by the 
provisions of this act, or the act of which this act is amend- 
atory, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than one hundred dollars, nor more than three hundred dol- 
lars, or by imprisonment in the county jail for a period not 
less than thirty days nor more than six months, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment. 


Sec. 13. All acts and parts of acts, so far as they conflict 
with the provisions of this act, are hereby repealed. 


Sec. 14. This act shall take effect and be in force, from and 
after its passage.

To amend Chapter Forty-eight of Compiled Laws, entitled 
“Of Proceedings in Civil Cases.” 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: 


Section r. That section one hundred and twenty, of, 
chapter PR eS of Compiled Laws, entitled “Of Pro- 
ceedings in Civil Cases,” be amended to read as follows : 


§ 120, The plaintiff at the time of issuing his summons, 
or any time afterward, may have the property of the defend- 
ant attached as security for the satisfaction of any judgment 
that may be recovered, unless the defendant give security to 
pay such judgment as hereinafter provided in the following 
cases : 


I. In an action upon a contract, express or implied, for 
the direct payment of money, which contract was made, or 
is payable in this Territory, and is not secured by a mortgage, 
lien or pledge, upon real or personal property, or if so se- 
cured, that such security has been rendered nugatory by the 
act of the defendant. 


2. In an action upon a contract, expressed or implied, for 
the direct payment of money, against a defendant not residing 
in this Territory. 


Sec. 2. That section one hundred and twenty-one, of said 
chapter forty-eight, be amended to read as follows : 


§ 121. The Clerk of the Court shall issue the writ of 
attachment upon receiving an affidavit by,.or on behalf of the 
plaintiff, which shall be filed, showing : 


x. That the defendant is indebted to the plaintiff (specify- 
ing the amount of such indebtedness, over and above all legal 
set-offs or counter-claims) upon a contract, eapressed or Im- 
plied, for the direct payment of money and that such con- 
tract was made, or is payable in this Territory, and that the 

ayment of the same has not been secured by any mortgage, 
ien or pledge upon real or personal property; or 


2. That the defendant is indebted to the plaintiff (specify- 
ing the amount of such indebtedness, as near as may be, over 
and above all legal set-offs or counter-claims), and that the 
defendant is a non-resident of this Territory ; and 
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3. That the sum tor which the attachment is asked is a 
bona fide existing debt due, and owing from the defendant to 
the plaintiff, and that the attachment ıs not sought, and the 
action is not prosecuted to hinder, delay or defraud any 
creditor or creditors of the defendant. 


Sec. 3. That section one hundred and eats of 
said chapter forty-eight, be amended to read as follows: 


§ 123. The writ shall be directed to the -Sheriff of any 
county in which property of such defendant may be, and re- 
ans him to attach and safely keep all the property of such 

efendant within his county, not exempt from execution, or 
so much thereof as may be sufficient to satisfy the plaintiff’s 
demand, the amount of which shall be stated in conformity 
with the complaint, unless the defendant give him security, 
by the undertaking of at least two sufficient sureties in an 
amount sufficient to satisfy such demands with costs, or in 
any amount equal to the value of the property which has 
been, or is about to be attached, in which case the Sheriff 
will take such undertaking. Several writs may be issued at 
the same time to Sheriffs of different counties. 


Sec. 4. This act shall take effect, and be in force on and 
after the first day of March, eighteen hundred and seventy- 
seven. :

ee for the transcript of certain records of the Dis- 
trict Court, of the Second Judicial District, County of 
Yuma, Territory of Arizona. 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: 


Section 1. That the Board of Supervisors of Yuma 
County, shall appoint a competent and reliable person to 
transcribe certain records of the District Court of the Sec- 
ond Judicial District in and for said county.

Article 2. The person appointed by the Board for the 
performance of said service, shall 1eceive as full compensa- 
tion therefor the sum of fifteen cents per folio; and upon 
completion of said service he shall notify in writing the 
District Judge that said tianscripts are in condition to be 
compared with the originals. 


Article 3. On the receipt of said notice by the District 
Judge, he shall at once proceed to make careful comparison 
of the transcribed records with the originals; and should 
any errors be found, such errors shall be corrected in his 
presence and by him attested, and upon acceptance by him 
of the entire record, he shall so certify upon the record and 
cause the seal of the District Court to be affixed thereto. 


Sec. 4. From and after the acceptance of said transcribed 


records by the District Judge, they shall possess the full , 


force and virtue of the original records, and said original re- 
cords shall be made of file in the office of the Clerk of the 
District Court of Yuma County. ` 


Sec. 5. At any regular meeting of said Board after the

The Board of Supervisors of each county in 
the Territory shall allow to the Sheriffs of said county the 
amount per day herein specified for the time in which he

for making such assessment than that herein specified, to 
wit: In the County of Pima, ten dollars per day for seventy 
days. In the County of Yavapai, ten dollars per day for 
eighty days. In the County of Yuma, ten dollars fae day 
for thirty days. In the County of Mohave, ten dollars per 
day for thirty days. In the County of Maricopa, ten dollars 
per day for forty days. In the County of Pinal, ten dollars 
per day for forty days.

That the Governor be and he is hereby au- 
thorized to pay to W. W. Standifer and J. W. Evans, jointly, 
the sum of three hundred dollars as a reward for the appre- 
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hension and arrest of M. V. Alexander and Thomas Berry, 
two highwaymen, who attacked, captured, and robbed the 
stage and United States mail on the fourth day of January, 
1877, in Skull Valley, Yavapai County ; said amount to be 
audited upon the certificate of the Governor as now provided 
by law in other cases, and paid by the Treasurer out of the 
appropriation for rewards for the year 1877. 


Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force, from and 
after its passage.

To provide for the removal of the property connected with 
the several Territorial offices to Prescott, in the County 
of Yavapai, and for other purposes. 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: ' 
SECTION 1. The Secretary of the Territory of Arizona is 

hereby authorized, empowered and required to cause to be 

packed and removed, by special contract or otherwise, all 
the property belonging to the Territory of Arizona or con- 
nected with the offices of any of the eR of said Territory, 
from the Village of Tucson, in the County of Pima, where 
the capitol of the Territory is now located, to the Village of 

Prescott, in the County of Yavapai, where said capitol will 

be located from and after the first Monday in May, A. D. 

1877, upon such terms as in his opinion shall be for the best 

interest of the said Territory, and to superintend such re- 

moval either in person or by agent, which agent he is hereby 
authorized to employ if in his judgment it be necessary. 


Sec. 2, The said Secretary is hereby authorized and em- 
powered, before proceeding to cause said property to be 
removed as specified in section one of this act, to sell either 
at public or private sale and for the highest prices which he 
can obtain, all such property belonging to the Territory of 
Arizona as in his judgment it will not be for the best interest 
of the Territory to remove as aforesaid; and the said Secre- 
tary is hereby required to pay to the Territorial Treasurer all 
money which he may receive from the sale of any such 


property. 
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Sec. 3. The said Secretary is further authorized and em- 
powered to rent suitable rooms in said Village of Prescott 
for the temporary accommodation of the Territorial Library, 
and for the use of such Territorial officers as are not by law 
required to furnish their own offices, and provide such shelv- 
ing and other furniture as may be necessary for the accom- 
modation of said Territorial Library and offices; provided, 
that he shall not make any such lease for such rooms as may 
be necessary, for a longer period than two years. 


Sec. 4. That it shall be the duty of the Territorial Auditor, 
upon the certificate of the said Secretary of the Territory of 
Arizona, that services have been rendered under the provis- 
ions of this act, to draw his warrant upon the Territorial 
Treasurer for such sum or sums as by said Secretary may be 
certified to be due for said services, in favor of the person or 
persons named in such certificate, and said Territorial Treas-

Authorizing the Board of Supervisors of Yavapai County 
to purchase the Iron Spring Wagon Road, and to pro- 
vide for the payment of the same. 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of

Section 1. The Board of Supervisors of the County ot 
Yavapai is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to 
purchase from the owner or owners thereof, “The Iron 
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Spring Wagon Road,” which is situated in said County of 
Yavapai, and runs from Skull Valley to Prescott, over the 
route known as the Miller trail. 


Src. 2, The said Board of Supervisors shall ascertain 
from the owner or owners.of said 10ad, the actual cost of its 
construction; and said Board is hereby authorized and em- 
powered and directed to prepare and issue bonds on the faith 
and credit of said County of Yavapai, sufficient in amount 
to pay the owner or owners of said road for the actual cost 
of its construction. 


Src. 3.-The amount of said bonds shall not exceed the 
sum, of eighteen thousand dollars; said bonds shall bear 
interest at the rate of eighteen per cent. per annum from the 
date of their issuance. 


Src. 4. The interest of said bonds, as stated in section 
three of this act, and twenty per cent. of the principal of 
said bonds shall, upon presentation by the holder or holders 
thereof to the County Treasurer of said County of Yavapai, 
be paid out of the fund hereinafter provided annually on the 
first Monday of January, 1878, and each succeeding year 
thereafter, until the same are fully paid off and discharged, 
said bonds are to be delivered to the owner or owners of 
said road at their face value. 


Sec. 5. When the owner or owners of said road, and the 
Board of Supervisors of said County of Yavapai, have 
agreed as to the purchase price of said road, which pur- 
chase price shall be the actual cost of the construction of 
said road, the said Board shall within thirty days thereafter 
pay the owner or owners of said road the ascertained pur- 
chase price for the same, in the bonds authorized to be pre- 
pared and issued by this act. 


Sec. 6. The Board of Supervisors of said County of 
Yavapai shall annually, at the time of levying other taxes, 
levy a special tax upon the taxable property in said County 
of Yavapai, sufficient to pay the interest on, and twenty per 
cent. of the principal of said bonds, together with the 
amount of the Treasurer’s fees on such amount, which said 
special tax shall be added to the county tax of said County 
of Yavapai, and collected in the same manner, and paid into 
the County Treasury of said county, as a special fund for the 
payment of the said bonds authorized to be issued hereunder. 


Sec. 7. Upon payment of said inteNet and said principal, 
as provided in section four of this act\the said Treasurer

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shall take from the person or persons so paid a receipt there- 
for, which shall specify the amount paid, and the number of 
the‘bond upon which payment has been made, which shall 
be his voucher therefor, and he shall indorse on said bond 
the date when and the amount so paid. 


Sec. 8. The said Board of Supervisors shall determine 
the number, form and denomination of the bonds authorized 
to be issued hereunder. 


Sec. 9. The purchase of said road and the payment 
therefor, must be consumated and completed on or before the 
first Monday in May, 1877, and said road shall, after said 
date, be a county road.

Regulating the per centage of County Treasurers. 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: 


Section 1. The County Treasurer of Pima County, in 
this Territory, shall be allowed four per cent.; the County 
Treasurer of Yavapai County shall be allowed four per 
cent.; the County Treasurers of Yuma, Pinal, Maricopa and 
Mohave Counties, in this Territory, shall receive five per 
cent. on all moneys received by them as such Treasurers, 
except on moneys received from a former Treasurer; pro- 
vided, however, that the Treasurer of Yavapai County shall 
only receive one per cent. on all moneys received on account 
of sale of bonds, and shall recerve no per cent. on moneys 
received from the Territorial Treasurer apportioned to the 
County School Fund. 


Sec. 2. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with this act 
are hereby repealed. 


Sec. 3. This act to take effect and be in force, from 
and after its passage.

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No. 56. AN ACT 


To authorize the Governor of Arizona Territory to raise a 
company of volunteers to protect the settlers against hos- 
tile Indians. 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: 


SECTION I. The Governor of the Territory of Arizona 
is hereby authorized and empowered, when in his judgment 
he deems it to be necessa1 y, to enlist in the militia service of 
the Territory of Arizona, sixty men, to serve for a period of 
three months, against hostile Indians; he is also authorized 
to enlist such number of friendly Indians as he may deem 
proper, the whole number of whites and Indians not to ex- 
ceed in the aggregate, sixty men. 


Sec. 2. The Governor shall have power to arm, equip 
and furnish said militia company with rations; provided, the 
rations shall not exceed in cost fifty cents for each man per 
day, and the compensation for services shall not exceed one 
dollar per day for each white man, and fifty cents per day 
for each Indian; provided further, that the captain of said 
company may receive a compensation of not more than one 
hundred dollars per month. 


Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Adjutant General to 
keep a correct account of all expenses incurred under the 
provisions of this act, and to take vouchers for expenses so 
incurred. 


Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the Governor to examine 
all expenses incurred under the provisions‘of this act, and if 
he approves the same, the Auditor shall draw his warrant 
for such account so approved, on the Territorial Treasurer, 
and the Treasurer shall pay the same out of any money in 
the Treasury not otherwise appropriated. 


Sec. 5. The sum of ten thousand dollars is hereby appro- 
priated out of the general fund of the Territorial Treasury, 
to pay such expenses as may be incurred in carrying out the 
provisions of this act. 


Sec. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force, from and 
after its passage.

To provide for the civil expenses of the Territorial 
Government. 


Be it enacted by ihe Legislative Assembly of the Territory of

First— For the salaries of Territorial Treasurer and 
Auditor, to be paid as provided by law, two thousand ($2,000) 
dollars. 

Second—For rent of office and incidental expenses of the 
Territorial Auditor, three hundred ($300) dollars. 

Third—For the Territorial Library to include postage, 
help, extra shelving and all other ordinary expenses therefor, 
to be expended under the direction of the Secretary of the

($1,000) dollars, and he may pay for services rendered in 
arresting or pursuing criminals when, in his judgment, the 
public good will be promoted by so doing, in cases where no 
reward was previously offered. 

Eleventh—For paying extra clerk hire and messenger for 
the ninth session of the Legislative Assembly, to be audited 
on the certificate of the Speaker of the House of Represen- 
tatives or the President of the Council, that such services 
have been rendered and that such persons are entitled to 
receive such allowances for such services, the sum of twelve 
hundred ($1,200) dollars. . 

i Twelfth—EFor printing and for newspapers furnished for the 
Ninth Legislative Assembly, the sum of eighteen hundred 
($1,800) dollars, to be paid to the persons entitled thereto 
upon the certificate of the Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives or the President of the Council. ' ; 

Thirteenth—For paying postage of the Ninth Legislative 
Assembly, the sum of two hundred and thirty-one ($231) 
dollars; and the Territorial Auditor is hereby authorizétl and 
directed to draw his warrant for said amount, in favor of C. 
H. Lord, postmaster at Tucson. 

fourteenth—For deficiencies for printing the Governor’s 
election proclamation in the year eighteen hundred and 
seventy-six, the sum of ninety-four ($94) dollars, said amount

To prohibit hogs from running at large within the limits of 
any village, town or city in this Territory. 


Be tt enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Lerritory of 
Arizona: 


SECTION 1. It shall not be lawful for the owners or per- 
son having charge of hogs or swine to allow them to run at 
large within the limits of any village, town or city in this 
Territory. : 


Sec. 2. A violation of the provisions of section one of 
this act is hereby declared to be a misdemeanor, and any per- 
son convicted thereof, shall be punished for the first oftence 
by a fine of not less than twenty-five nor more than fifty dol- 
lars; and upon conviction for each subsequent offence be 
punished by a fine of not less than fifty nor more than one 
hundred dollars. 


Sec, 3. All fines collected under the provisions of this act, 
shall be paid to the County Treasurer of the proper county, 
and placed to the credit of the county school fund. 
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Sec. 4. This act shall only apply to the Counties of Mo- 
have, Yuma and Yavapai. 


Sec. 5. This act shall take effect and be in force, from and 
after its passage.

No. 59. AN ACT 


Concerning lawful fences and animals trespassing on_pre- 
mises lawfully enclosed in the County of Yavapai, Terri- 
tory of Arizona. 5 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: 


Section 1. That all fields and enclosures shall be en- 
closed with a fence sufficiently close, composed of posts and 
rails, posts and palings, posts and planks, palisades or rails 
alone, laid up in the manner commonly called a worm fence, 
or turf with a ditch on either side, or wall of rock or stone 
four and one-half feet high, or if posts and lumber or pickets, 
five feet high. If made of rails or poles—worm fence—five 
and a half feet high. If made upon the embankment of a 
ditch, a lawful fence shall not be less than five feet high from 
the bottom of the ditch, and the ditch shall be at least two 
and a half feet wide at the top, and the fence shall be at least - 
two feet high from the top of the embankment of the ditch. 
Said fence in all cases to be substantial and reasonably strong, 
and made so close that horses, mules, or horned cattle cannot 
get their heads throughit A lawful fence of hedge or brush 
shall be at least five feet high, and sufficiently close to turn 
stock. 


Sec. 2. In all cases the sufficiency of the worm shall be 
determined by the persons who may be summoned to view 
said fence. 

Src. 3. If any horses, mules, jacks, jennies, hogs, sheep, 
goats, or any neat cattle, shall break into any grounds in- 
closed by a lawful fence, the owner or manager of such 
animals shall be liable to the owner, occupier or manager of 
said inclosed premises for all damages sustained by such 
trespass, and if the trespass be repeated by the neglect of the 
owner of such animal or animals, such owner or manager of 
said stock shall for the second offence be subject to double 
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the damages sustained by the owners or managers of said 
premises, together with costs of suit. For the third offense 
from any of the animals aforesaid, breaking into such en- 
closure, the party injured may take up such animals and 
keep the same at the expense of the owner. All animals so 
taken and kept in accordance with the provisions of this sec- 
tion, shall be held as sureties for the expense of keeping; 
provided, the owner may at any time pay charges and take 
such animal or animals away. 


Sec. 4. Upon the complaint of the party injured, to any 
Justice of the Peace of the county, such Justice shall issue 
his order without delay to three disinterested householders of 
the neighborhood, nowise related to the parties, reciting the 
complaint, and requiring them to view the fence where the 
trespass is complained of and take a memorandum of the 
same, and the testimony in such case shall be good evidence 
on the trial touching the lawfulness of the fence. 


Sec. 5. If the owner, occupier or manager of any grounds 
or crops injured by any animal, or animals breaking into, or 
entering on grounds inclosed, or not inclosed by a lawful 
fence, shall kill, maim, or materially hurt, or injure any ani- 
mal so breaking into, or entering on, said grounds, he shall 
be liable to the owner for double the actual damages sus- 
tained, and also for all costs incurred in a suit for such dam- 
ages. 


Sec. 6. When a fence has been erected by any person on 
the line of his land and the person owning the land adjoinin 
thereto shall make an inclosure on the opposite side of suc 
fence, so that such fence shall serve to inclose his land also, 
he shall pay the owner of the fence erected one-half the value 
of so much of said fence as serves as a partition fence. 
When two or more persons own land adjoining which is in- 
closed by one fence, and either desires that a partition fence 
shall be made between their lands, such persons shall notify 
in writing the party or parties in interest, and each shall build 
his proportion of such partition fence, and on failure so to do 
within three months after such notice, such person giving 
such notice may build such partition fence, and collect from 
such other party, or parties in default, by law, a just propor- 
tion of the cost of such partition fence, together with costs 
of suit. Partition fences dividing lands inclosed on both 
sides, shall be kept in repair by all the parties in interest. 
If either arty fails, or neglects, to repair fences after five 
days’ notice from the other party, the party giving the notice . 
may repair the same and collect by law a due proportion of 
the expense of such repairs, together with costs of suit. 


~ 
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Any party, having built or paid for a portion of a partition 
fence, shall have the right to remove, or sell the same, when 
such fence shall cease to be a partition fence by a removal of 
the outside inclosure. 


Sec. 7. In all cases of claims for the value of partition 
fences, or for repairs thereon, a lien shall attach on the land, - 
and notice of such lien shall be filed in the County Recorder’s 
office as provided by law for mechanics’ liens; and such 
claim shall draw interest from the time of such filing at the 
rate of fifteen per cent. per annum. 


Sec. 8. Hogs shall not be deemed and considered free 
commoners, and the owner or owners of any hog or swine 
that shall trespass upon the lands, or premises of any person, 
shall be liable to such person for any damages sustained by 
such trespass; and if such trespass he repeated by the neg- 
lect of the owner or owners of such hogs, or swine, he or 
they shall for the second offense be subject to double the 
damages sustained by the owner of said premises, together 
with costs of suit. 


Sec. 9. This act shall apply to, and be of effect in the 
County of Yavapai only; and shall take effect and be in force 
on and after the first day of November, A. D. 1877. 


Sec. ro. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with the 
provisions of this act, are hereby repealed.

To provide a sinking fund for the redemption of Territorial 
Prison Bonds. 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: 


Section 1. That in addition to the tax now authorized by 
law, there shall be an ad valorem tax of ten cents upon each 
one hundred dollars’ value of taxable property, levied and 
directed to be collected annually in the same manner as is 
now provided by law, in force or which may be hereafter 
enacted, upon the assessed value of all ae abe in this Ter- 
ritory not exempted by law from taxation, and which shall 
be paid into the Territorial Treasury, and constitute a sink-

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ing fund for the redemption of the Territorial Prison Bonds

No. 61. AN ACT 


Concerning lawful fences and animals trespassing on prem- 
ises lawfully inclosed in the County of Pima, Territory of 
Arizona. 


BE a enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
rizona: 


SECTION T. All cultivated tracts of land in the County of 
Pima, Arizona Territory, claimed or occupied by any person 
shall be enclosed by a lawful fence. 


Sec. 2. Every inclosure shall be deemed a lawful fence 
which shall be four and one-half feet high, if made of stone 
or plank, and which is five and one-half feet high if made of 
rails or poles, said fence in all cases to be substantial and 
reasonably strong and made so close that horses, mules or 
horned cattle cannot get their heads through it. A lawful 
fence of hedge or brush shall be at least five feet high and 
sufficiently close to turn stock. 


» 
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Sec. 3. Any fence which, by reliable evidence, shall be 
declared strong and substantial and as well calculated to 
protect inclosures as either of those described in section two 
of this act, shall be deemed a lawful fence. 


Sec. 4. If any horses, mules, jacks, jennies, hogs, sheep, 
goats or any neat cattle shall break nto any grounds inclosed 
by a lawful fence, the owner or manager of such animals 
shall be liable to the owner, occupier or manager of said 
inclosed premises for all damages sustained by such trespass, 
and if the trespass be repeated by the neglect of the owner 
of such animal or animals, such owner or manager of said 
stock shall, for the second offense, be subject to double the 
damages sustained by the owners or managers of said prem- 
ises, together with costs of suit. ' 


Src. 5. If the owner, occupier or manager of any grounds 
or crops injured by any animal or animals breaking into or 
entering on grounds inclosed or not inclosed by a lawful 
fence, shall kill, maim or materially hurt or injure any animal 
so breaking into or entering on said grounds, he shall be liable 
to the owner for double the actual damages sustained and 
also for all costs incurred in a suit for such damages. 


Sec. 6. When a fence has been erected by any person on 
the line of his land, and the person owning the land adjoin- 
ing thereto shall make an inclosure on the opposite side of 

uch fence, so that such fence shall serve to inclose his land 
also, he shall pay the owner of the fence erected one-half 
the value of so much of said fence as serves as a partition ` 
fence. When two or more persons own land adjoining which 
is inclosed by one fence, and either desires that a partition 
fence shall be made between their lands, such person shall 
notify in writing the party or parties in interest and each 
shall build his proportion of such partition fence and collect 
from such other party or parties in default, by law, a just 
proportion of the costs of such partition fence, together with 
costs of suit. Partition fences dividing lands inclosed on both 
sides, shall be kept in repair by all the parties in interest. If 
either party fails or neglects to repair fences after five days’ 
notice from the other party, the party giving the notice may 
repair the same and collect by law a due proportion of the, 
expense of such repairs, together with costs of suit. Any 
party having built or paid for a portion of a partition fence, 
shall have the right to remove or sell the same when such 
fence shall cease to be a partition fence by a removal of 
the outside inclosures. 
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Sec. 7. In all cases of claims for the value of partition 
fences or repairs thereon, a lien shall attach on the land, and 
notice of lien shall be filed in the County Recorder’s office, 
as provided by law for mechanics’ lien, and such claim shall 
draw interest from the time of such filing, at the rate of fifteen 
per cent. per annum. 


Sec. 8. This act shall not apply to any tract of land of 
three hundred acres or more, the same or any portion thereof 
being occupied and cultivated by one or more persons, if the 
whole of said three hundred acres can be irrigated by any 
spring or running stream of water, provided that when the 
said tract of land shall be occupied and used for the purpose 
of cutting the wild hay growing thereon, such land, or the 
hay when cut, shall be fenced in the same manner as in this 
act before provided. ‘ 


Sec. 9. That all the land now irrigated by the stream of 
the Santa Cruz, commencing at Raventon ranch, down the 
stream to the point of mountain on said stream, and also from 
the junction of the Rellito with the Santa Cruz and its tribu- 
taries, shall be considered fence land. 


Sec. r0. Hogs shall not be deemed and considered free 
commoners, and the owner or owners of any hog or swine 
that shall trespass upon the lands or premises of any person 
shall be hable to such person for any damages sustained by 
such trespass; and if such trespass be repeated by the ae 
of the owner or owners of such hogs or swine, he or they 
shall, for the second offence, be subject to double the dam- 
ages sustained by the owner of said premises, together with 
costs of suit.

Authorizing a loan on the faith and credit of the County of 
Mohave, Territory of Arizona, and to provide for build- 
ing a court house and jail in said county. 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: 


SecTIon 1. That a loan of ten thousand dollars is hereby 
authorized to be negotiated on the faith and credit of the 
County of Mohave, Territory of Arizona, to be paid at the 
expiration of five years from the date thereof, and to bear in- 
terest at the rate of ten per cent. per annum. 


Sec. 2. The County Treasurer of Mohave County is 
hereby authorized and directed, when required by the Court 
House and Jail Commissioners, to issue bonds of said county 
in sums of fifty, one hundred and two hundred and fifty dol- 
lars, payable within five years from date, and not exceeding 
in the aggregate the said sum of ten thousand dollars, in the 
following form, to wit:

Five years after date, the County of Mohave, Territory of

Sec. 3. All such bonds shall be signed by the County 
Treasurer with his own proper name, affixing his official 
character, and shall be authenticated with the seal of his 
office, and shall be endorsed by the Chairman of the Board 
of Supervisors of said county with his proper name, affixing 
his official character. The County Treasurer shall then make 
a register of said bonds, showing the number and amount of 
each bond, and said register shall be filed and kept in his 
office.

The 
tax so collected shall be placed by the Treasurer of said

Sec. 5. Whenever there shall have accumulated in said 
“Court House and Jail Fund” the sum of five hundred 
dollars in excess of the interest due and payable upon all 
outstanding bonds issued as provided by this act for the year 
in which such excess shall have accrued, the County Treas- 
urer of said county shall advertise for bids for the surrender 
of bonds issued, ın pursuance of this act; which advertise- 
ment shall be for the period of twenty days in some news- 
paper printed in the county, if there be any, and by posting 
notices in at least three public places in the county, and such 
advertisements and notices shall specify a day on which said 
Treasurer will open bids for the surrender of any such bonds. 
All offers for the surrender of bonds shall be sealed pro- 
posals, and shall be endorsed “ Proposals for the surrender 
of Mohave County Court House and Jail Bonds.” On the 
day named in such advertisement and notices, some one 
member of the Board of Supervisors, and the County Treas- 
urer shall, between the hours of ten a. M. and four P. M. 
of that day, proceed to the office of the latter and shall 
publicly open all proposals offered, and shall accept the 
lowest bids offered to the extent of the money in said fund 
applicable to the redemption of such bonds, and if two pro- 
posals are the same, and the lowest offered, the bond smallest 
in denomination shall be first paid, provided that no offer 
shall be considered unless the bonds proposed to be sur- 
rendered shall accompany the proposal, and no bids shall be

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accepted for more than the par value of any such bonds. 
Upon the acceptance of any proposals offered, the Treasurer 
shall pay the person or persons whose bids have been ac- 
cepted out of the said “ Mohave County Court House and 
Jail Fund” the money for which such bond or bonds were 
offered, and shall endorse across the face of the same the 
word “cancelled,” and upon the back of every such bond so 
cancelled he shall endorse the day and the year the same 
was paid, the person or persons to whom paid, the rate at 
which the same was paid, and the whole amount paid on ac- 
count of such bond, and the said Treasurer shall file the same 
in lus office as his voucher for the sums of money paid by 
him on account of said fund.

The Board of Supervisors, the Probate Judge and 
the District Attorney of Mohave County, are hereby consti- 
tuted Court House and Jal Commissioners, three of whom 
shall constitute a quorum, and said commissioners are hereby 
authorized and empowered to do and perform all the duties 
of said offices as provided in this act. 


Sec. 7. Said Court House and Jail Commissioners are 
authorized and required, on or before the first day of April, 
A. D. 1877, to select and locate a site for a court house and 
jail, at the county seat of Mohave County, and to purchase 
or contract for said site in the name of the County of Mohave. 


Sec. 8. Said Commissioners shall adopt such plan for the 
construction of a court house and jail as shall be deemed 
best, and after the adoption of such plan, shall cause the 
erection of said buildings as soon as possible. i 
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SEc. 9. Said Commissioners may, when necessary for the 
purchase of grounds for the site of said court house and jail, 
or for the erection of said buildings, draw the bonds pro- 
vided for in this act, or such portions thereof as may be found 
necessary. Said bonds shall be drawn by an order of the 
Commissioners on the County Treasurer, which order shall 
be sufficient voucher for the Treasurer, and said Commis- 
sioners are hereby authorized and empowered to sell said 
bonds, or any part thereof, for money to construct said court 
house and jail; or they may contract for the construction of 
said buildings, and pay for the same in bonds; provided, that 
no bonds shail be sold or disposed of for less than eighty 
cents on the dollar. 


Sec. 10. Said Commissioners shall keep a full and correct 
account of all bonds or moneys received as provided in this 
act, and also a full and correct account of all moneys paid out, ° 
or bonds disposed of, and shall take and file vouchers for all 
moneys or bonds paid or disposed of, which said accounts 
and vouchers shall be open for the inspection of any citizen 
of Mohave County. 


Sec. 11. This act shall take effect and be in force, from 
and after its passage.

No. 63. AN ACT 
To establish public pounds. 
Be wt enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 


Arizona: 


SECTION I. That the Board of Supervisors of the several 
counties in this Territory are hereby authorized and directed 
to establish and maintain a public pound at the county seat of 
each county, and may establish and maintain such additional 
pounds throughout the county, and establish the boundaries 
thereof, as by them may be deemed necessary and conve- 
nient. 


Sec. 2. The Board of Supervisors shall appoint a pound- 
keeper for each pound estabhshed by them, who shall hold 
his office for the term of one year, and until his successor 1s 
appointed and qualified. If the pound-keeper so appointed 
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shall fail or refuse to qualify, or if a vacancy shall at any time 
occur, from any cause, said Bodrd of Supervisors shall make 
a new appointment. 


Sec. 3. The Board of Supervisors shall, from time to 
time, establish the rate of fees and charges to be paid to the 
pound-keeper for receiving, keeping and feeding the several 
kinds of animals, authorized by this act to be impounded, and 
such rate of fees and charges shall be kept posted up by the 
pound-keeper at some conspicuous place at his pound; but 
neither such fees or charges, nor the costs or charges of es- 
tablishing, furnishing or maintaining the pound shall be paid 
out of the County Treasury. 


Sec. 4. Any person finding any horse, mare, mule, jack, 
jennie, or any cattle, sheep, hogs or goats trespassing on his 
inclosure (whether the same be inclosed by a lawful fence or 
not), or any such animals found going at large in any high- 
way or street, or on any common in violation of the laws of 
this Territory, may recover all damages by him sustained 
by the incursion and ia) sarc of such animals, by a civil 
action against the owner thereof, or by distraining the beasts 
doing damage as aforesaid, and proceeding therewith as 
hereinafter directed. 


Sec. 5. The animals so distrained for doing damage 
shall, within twenty-four hours after being distrained, be 
driven to the nearest pound in the county, and shall be placed 
in the custody of the pound-keeper of said pound, who shall 
furnish them with suitable food and water while they. remain 
impounded. 


Sec. 6. The distrainor of such animals shall leave with 
the pound-keeper a memorandum in writing under his hand, 
stating the cause of the impounding, the sum that he demands 
from the owner of said animals for damages done by the 
animals, and the name of the owner or keeper of Such ani- 
mals, if known to him, and the kind and number of such 
animals, and their marks and brands, if they have any; and 
the pound-keeper shall enter the same, or an abstract thereof, 
in a book kept by him for that purpose, and shall keep a list 
of such animals, while they remain in his custody, posted up 
at his pound. 


Sec. 7. The pound-keeper, when the animals are in his 
custody, shall not deliver them to the owner or keeper until 
the owner or keeper pays him his fees aad charges, the sum 
demanded by the distrainer for his damages, the expense of 
advertising the animals, if they have been advertised, and all 
other legal costs and expenses, except as hereinafter provided.

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Sec. 8, When animals are impounded, the distrainor shall 
within twenty-four hours thereafter, give notice of such im- 
pounding in writing to the owner or keeper thereof, if known 
to him, which notice shall be delivered to the party or left at 
his place of abode, and shall contain a description of the ani- 
mals, with their marks and brands, if any, and a statement 
of the time, place and cause of impounding, and the claim 
for damages. 


Sec. 9. If there is no person entitled to the notice, accord- 
ing to the preceding sections, and the proper person does not 
appear to claim the animals impounded, the distrainor shall, 
within forty-eight hours after their being impounded, post 
notices in at least three public places in the county, statin 
therein the description of the animals, the time and place of, 
and the cause of their being distrained, by whom distrained, 
the damages claimed by him, and the place where impounded. 
The posting of the notices may be proved by the affidavit of 
any person knowing the same to have been done, and the 
cost for the posting shall be the same as in case of sales of 
property by constables, and shall be paid as other costs and 
charges are herein required to be paid. 


Sec. 10. If the owner or keeper of such animals‘shall pay 
the penalty or estimated damages and charges incurred to 
the pound-master, the animals impounded shall fo 
discharged from such pound; but if the owner or 
the animals is dissatisfied with the claim of the distrainor for 
damages, he may give bonds in quadruple the amount of 
damages and charges claimed, and upon the filing of said 
bond with a Justice of the Peace residing in said county, near- 
est to the point where said animals are impounded, the said 
animals shall be delivered to the owner or keeper, and the 
party distraining said animals shall thereupon proceed in an 
action for damages, as provided by law in other cases. 


Sec. rz. After payment of the penalty or damages, and 
all costs, the overplus of sale, if any, shall be paid to the 
owner upon request, if he shall apply for the same within 
one month from the time of such payment; otherwise it shall 
be placed in the County Treasury, there to await the order 
of the owner, and shall be paid by the Treasurer to such 
owner, if he shall apply for the same within twelve months 
from day of sale, on making satisfactory proof that he is 
entitled to the same; provided, if no claimant appear within 
the above specified time, such money shall be placed in the 
County School Fund. 
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SEC. 12. If any person shall rescue any animal from the 
possession of any person driving or being about to drive the 
same to the pound, or shall make any pound breach, or in 
any way, directly or indirectly, convey or deliver any animal 
out of any pound, without lawful authority, he shall be pun- 
ished by a fine not less than twenty-five dollars nor more 
than one hundred dollars, or by imprisonment not exceeding 
three months, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 


Sec. 13. The pound-master, or person impounding, may 
retake, within six days, any animal directly or indirectly con- 
veyed or delivered out of the pound without lawful authority, 
and again impound and detain the same, and proceed as 
hereinbefore provided. 


Sec. 14. If any animal so illegally conveyed out of any 
pound shall be in any person’s inclosure, who shall refuse to 
deliver the same to the pound-master, upon demand, such 
refusal shall be sufficient evidence to convict such person of 
having released such animal from the pound. 


Sec. 15. The pound-master shall cause all animals im- 
pounded to be provided with food and drink suitable for such 
animals, and upon neglect shall be hable to the owner for all 
damages arising therefrom. — 


Sec. 16. This act shall apply to, and be of effect in the 
Counties of Pinal and Maricopa only, and shall take effect 
and be in force, from and after its passage.

All offers 
for the surrender of bonds shall be sealed ,proposals, and 
shall be indorsed, “ Proposals for the surrender of Maricopa 
County Wagon Road Bonds.” On the day named in such 
advertisement and notices,-some one member of the Board 
of Supervisors, and the County Treasurer, shall, between 
the hours of ten a. m. and four P. M. of that day, proceed to 
the office of the latter, and shall publicly open all proposals 
offered, and shall accept the lowest bids offered, to the extent 
of the money in said fund, applicable to the redemption of 
such bonds, and if two proposals are the same and the lowest 
offered, the bond smallest in denomination shall be first paid;

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of

Section 1. That section sixty-eight of chapter forty-eight 
of the Compiled Laws of Arizona, of proceedings in civil 
cases, be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows: - 


§ 68. The court shall, in furtherance of justice and on 
such terms as may be proper, amend any pleadings or pro- 
ceedings by adding or striking out the name of any party, or 
by correcting a mistake in the name of a party or a mistake 
in any other respect, and may on like terms at any stage of 
the proceedings before judgment, allow either party to amend 
any pleadings or other paper in the case, when in the opinion 
of said court, such a course will the better enable it to do 
substantial justice between the parties to the action, and may 
upon like terms extend the time in which any pleading in a 
case may be made and filed, beyond that fixed by the provi- 
sions of this chapter. The court may likewise upon such 
terms as may be just and upon payment of costs, relieve a 
party or his legal representative from a judgment, order or 
other proceeding taken against him through his mistake, in- 
advertence, surprise or excusable neglect; when from any 
cause the summons and a copy of the complaint in an action 
have not been personally served on the defendant, the court 
may allow, on such terms as may be just, such defendant or 
his legal representative at any time within two years after 
the rendition of any judgment in such action, to appear and 
answer to the merits of the original action. 
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Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force, from and 
after its passage.

No. 6y. AN ACT 


Concerning lawful fences and animals trespassing on prem- 
ises lawfully inclosed in Maricopa County. 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: 


SECTION 1. That all fields and inclosures in that portion 
of Maricopa County lying east of the meridian of the mouth 
of the Verde River, shall be enclosed with a fence suff- 
ciently close, composed of posts and rails, posts and palings, 
palisades or rails alone, laid up in the manner commonly 
called a worm fence, or turf with a ditch on either side, or 
wall of rock or stone four feet high, and if made of rails, 
plank or poles, it shall be four and a half feet high. If made 
upon the embankment of a ditch, a lawful fence shall be not 
less than four feet from the bottom of the ditch, and the 
ditch shall be at least two and a half feet wide at the top, 
and the fence shall be at least two feet high from the top of 
the embankment of the ditch. Said fence in all cases to be 
substantial and reasonably strong, and made so close that ` 
horses, mules or horned cattle cannot get their heads through 
it. A lawful fence of hedge shall be at least five feet high 
and sufficiently close to turn stock. 


Sec. 2. In all cases the sufficiency of the worm fence 
shall be determined by the persons who may be summoned 
to view said fence as hereinafter provided. 


Sesc. 3. If any horses, mules, jacks, jennies, hogs, sheep, 
goats, or any neat cattle shall break into any grounds inclosed 
by a lawful fence, the owner or manager of such animals 
shall be liable to the owner, occupier or manager of said 
inclosed premises for all damages sustained by such trespass, 
and if the trespass be repeated by the neglect of the owner 
of such animal or animals, such owner or manager of said 
stock shall for the said second offense be subject to double 
the damages sustained by the owners or managers of said 
premises, together with costs of suit. 
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Sec. 4. Upon the complaint of the party injured to any 
Justice of the Peace of the county, such justice shall issue 
his order, without delay, to three disinterested householders 
of the neighborhood, nowise related to the parties, reciting 
the complaint and requiring them to view the fence where 
the trespass is complained of, and take a memorandum of 
the same, and the testimony in such cases shall be good eyi- 
dence on the trial touching the lawfulness of the fence. 


Sec. 5. If the owner, occupier or manager of any grounds 


- or crops injured by any animal or animals breaking into, or 


entering on grounds inclosed, or not inclosed by a lawful 
fence, shail kill, maim or materially hurt or injure_any animal 
so breaking into or entering on said grounds, he shall be 
liable to the owner for double the actual damages sustained, 
and also for all costs incurred in a suit for such damages. 


Sec. 6. When a fence has been erected by any person on 
the line of his land, and the person owning the land adjoining 
thereto shall make an inclosure on the opposite side of such 
fence, so that such fence shall serve to inclose his land also, 
he shall pay the owner of the fence erected one-half the value 
of so much of said fence as serves as a partition fence. Wher 
two or more persons own land adjoining which 1s inclosed by 
one fence, and either desires that a partition fence shall be 
made between their lands, such persons shall notify in writ- 
ing the party or parties in interest, and each shall build his 
proportion of such partition fence, and on failure so to do 
within three months after such notice, snch person giving 
such notice may build such partition fence, and collect from 
such other party or parties in default, by law, a just propor- 
tion of the cost of such partition fence, together with costs 
of suit. Partition fences dividing lands inclosed on both 
sides, shall be kept in repair by ali the parties in interest. If 
either party fails or neglects to repair fences after five days’ 
notice from the other party, the party giving the notice may 
repair the same and collect by law a due proportion of the 
expense of such repairs, together with costs of suit. Any 
party having built or pard for a portion of a partition fence, 
shall have the right to remove or sell the same when such 
fence shall cease to be a partition fence, by a removal of the 
outside inclosure. 


Sec. 7. In all cases of claims for the value of partition 
fences, or for repairs thereon, a lien shall attach on the land, 
and notice of such lien shall be filed in the County Recorder’s 
office as provided by law for mechanics’ liens; and such claim 
shall draw interest trom the time of such filing at the rate of 
fifteen per cent. per annum. 
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Sec. 8. Hogs shail not be deemed and considered free 
commoners, aad the owner or owners of any hog or swine 
that shall trespass upon the lands or premises of any person, 
shall be liable to such person for any damages sustained by 
such trespass; and if such trespass be repeated by the~ne- 
glect of the owner or owners of such hogs or swine, he or 
they shall, for the second offence, be subject to double the 
damages sustained by the owner of said premises, together 
with costs of suit. i 


Sec, 9. This act shall apply to and be of effect in the por- 
tion of Maricopa County only, lying east of the meridian of 
the mouth of the Verde River, and shall take effect on and 
after the first day of June, A. D. 1877. 


Sec. 10. All acts and parts of acts ın conflict with the 
provisions of this act are hereby repealed.

To facilitate the payment of debt of Maricopa County. 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: 


Section 1. That from and after the first day of March, 
A. D. 1877, the County Treasurer of the age of Maricopa 
shall, of all moneys received by him as such Treasurer, ap- 
portionable to the general fund of said county, pay and appor- 
tion twenty-five per centum of such moneys to a fund to be 
designated as the “Sinking Fund” of said county; the other 
seventy-five per centum of such moneys to go to the general 
fund of said county, as now provided by law. 


Sec. 2. Whenever there shall have accumulated in said 
s Sinking Fund” the sum of five hundred dollars, the Treas- 
urer of said county shall advertise in a newspaper printed in 
said county (or if there be no are printed therein, then 
by posting in at least three public places in said county) for 
a period of fifteen days, that, upon a day in such notice 
named, he will receive bids for the surrender of county war- 
rants to the amount of the money then in the “Simkin 
Fund” of said county, specifying the sum then in said fund. 
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Sec. 3. Bids shall be in the form of sealed proposals, 
directed to the County Treasurer of said county, and marked 
“ Sinking Fund.” 


SEC. 4. On the day named in the advertisment, between 
the hours of two and four P. M., the Chairman of the Board 
of Supervisors, or in case of his inability to attend, some 
other member of such board shall, with the County Treas- 
urer, proceed to the office of the latter, and there ‘publicly 
open all proposals, and the said Treasurer and member of 
the Board of Supervisors present, shall accept those propo- 
sals offered at the lowest rate and most favorable to the 
county, for the surrender of county warrants ; provided, that 
no bid for more than par value of said warrants, or any bid, 
unless accompanied by the warrant or warrants proposed to 
be surreadered, shall be considered, and if no member of the 
Board of Supervisors attend with the Treasurer at the time 
and place specified, to act upon the proposals, then the 
Treasurer may fix some other time for opening such propo- 
sals, when some member of the board can be present. 


Sec. 5. Whenever any bids are accepted, it shall be the 
duty of the County Treasurer to pay to the person offering 
such bid the sum of money for which such warrants are 
offered, and cancel such warrants so surrendered in the same 
manner as though paid out of the general fund of said county, 
except that he shall indorse upon each warrant so paid out 
of the said “Sinking Fund,” the rate at which it was paid, 
and the whole amount paid on such warrant. ` 


Src. 6. The bids being at equal rates, the preference shall 
be given to the person offering the smallest amount of war- 
rants, and the bids and the amount of warrants being equal, 
each shall be accepted pro rata, or as nearly so as possible. 
The County Treasurer shall return all unaccepted bids, to- 
gether with the warrants therein contained, to the owners on 
demand. 


* Sec. 7. The County Treasurer shall keep a separate ac- 
count, under the head of “Sinking Fund,” of all moneys 
placed to that fund, and the said money shall not be used or 
mixed with other funds. 


Sec. 8. This act shall be in force on and after its passage.

To provide for the erection of county buildings in Yavapai 
County. 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of theTerritory of 
Arizona. ~ 


Section 1. The Board of Supervisors of the County of 
Yavapai are hereby authorized and empowered to erect a 
court house, jail and necessary county offices for said county, 
the amount of money to be expended under this act not to 
exceed the sum of sixty thousand dollars. 


Sec. 2. Within thirty days after the passage of this act, 
the Board of Supervisors of said county shall advertise in 
one or more newspapers of this Territory, and shall also post 
notices in three public places in the County of Yavapai, for 
a period of thirty days, for plans and specifications tor the 
erection of a court house, to include court rooms and such 
offices for county officers as such Board may deem necessary, 
and a county jail; such advertisement to specify enerally 
the number, class and approximate dimensions of each of 
said buildings and offices. On the day named in the adver- 
tisement the said Board of Supervisors shall meet at the 
court house in said county,and publicly open and consider 
all proposals, plans and specifications presented, and may 
adopt such plan and specification as to them seems most 
suitable to the purpose intended; and such Board may reject 
any and all plans presented. Upon the acceptance of any 
such plan and specification so presented, the Board shall 
draw their warrant upon the general fund of the county in 
favor of the person or persons whose plan and specification 
has been accepted, for the sum of one hundred dollars, upon 
condition that said plan and specification so accepted be by 
the owner or owners thereof surrendered to the said Board 
as the praperty of said county. 


Sec. 3. The said Board within twenty days after the ac- 
ceptance of a proposed plan and specification as hereinbefore 
provided for, shall advertise in one or more newspapers 

ublished in the Territory, and by posting notices in at 
east three public places in said county, for a period of thirty 
days, for sealed proposals foy the erection of the county 
buildings provided for in section one of this act, and in ac- 
cordance with the plans and specifications adopted by said 
Board. Said advertisements shall specify the size, number of 
rooms, thickness of walls, kind arid quality of material in the 
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construction of said buildings, kind of roof and floor, the 
size of jail, thickness of walls, kind and quality of material to 
be used in the construction, the number and kind of ceils, and 
the number and size of the doors and windows, and the time 
allowed for the completion of said buildings; also the time 
when and the manner in which payment will be made. 


Sec. 4. The said Board shall, on the day named in such 
advertisement, meet at the Court House in said county, and 
publicly open all bids offered, and may award such contract 
in the manner, as discretion, appears in their most conducive 
to the interests of the county, and they may reject any and 
all bids offered; and said Board shall require of the person 
or persons to whom such award may be made, to enter into 
a written contract with said Board for the erection and com- 
pletion of said buildings, and shall require such person or 
persons entering into said contract, to give bonds to said 
county, in double the amount of the contract, with two or 
more good and sufficient sureties to be approved by the Pro- 
bate Judge of said county. 


Sec. 5. The expense for advertising for proposals to build 
the county buildings herein specifted shall be paid by the 
person or persons to whom the contract for such buildings 
shall be awarded, and no contract shall be awarded by said 
Board until such expense is paid, and all advertising required 
by this act, not otherwise provided for, shall be paid out of 
TEA fund’ of said county, as other county charges are 
paid. 


Sec. 6. The Board of Supervisors for said county are 
hereby authorized and empowered to prepare and issue 
bonds of the County of Yavapai, not to exceed in amount 
the some of sixty thousand dollars, on the faith and credit of 
the said County of Yavapai, payable at the expiration of 
fifteen years from the date of their issuance, which bonds 
shall bear interest at the rate of ten per cent. per annum, 
which interest shall be payable aaay on the first day of 
January of each year, at the office of the County Treasurer 
of Yavapai County; provided, that suck bonds may be re- 
deemed within the said period of fifteen years at the option 
of said county. Such bonds to be of the denomination of 
fifties, hundreds and five hundreds, the form and number of 
each denomination of such bonds shall be determined by said 
Board of Supervisors; and each denomination of such bonds 
to be numbered consecutively from one upward; and each 
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bond shall be signed by the Chairman of the Board, and 
countersigned by the Clerk of the Board, the amount of all 
such bonds not to exceed the sum of sixty thousand dollars, 
and to each bond so issued shall be attached the seal of the 
County Recorder of said county. 


Sec. 7. Upon the payment by the County Treasurer, of 
any interest upon any of the bonds so issued, he shall take 
from the person or persons to whom such interest is paid, a 
receipt therefor, which said receipt shall specify: 


fitrst—The number and denomination of the bond. 
Second—The amount of accrued interest thereon. 
Third—The amount of interest paid. 


Which receipt shall be retained by such Treasurer as his 
voucher for the interest so paid, and he shall endorse upon 
the back of each bond, upon which interest has been paid, 
the date when, and the amount of interest so paid. 


Sec. 8. There shall be levied annually upon the taxable 
property in said County of Yavapai, a tax of fifty cents upon 
each hundred dollars, such tax to be levied and collected in 
the same manner as now provided by law for the assessment 
and collection of taxes in this Territory. The tax so col- 
lected shall, by the Treasurer of said county, be placed toa 
fund to be denominated “ Yavapai County Buldmg Fund,” 
and the moneys so appropriated shall be applied as desig- 
nated in this act, and shall be used for no other purpose 
whatever. 


Sec. 9. Whenever there shall have accumulated in said 
“Yavapai County Building Fund” the sum of one thousand 
dollars in excess of the interest due and payable upon all out- 
standing bonds issued as provided by this act for the year in 
which such excess shall have accrued, the County Treasurer 
of said county shall advertise for bids for the surrender of 
bonds issued in pursuance of this act, which advertisement 
shall be for the period of twenty days in some newspaper 
printed m the county, 1f there be any, and by posting notices 
in at least three public places in the county; and such adver- 
tisement and notices shall specify a day on which said 
Treasurer will open bids for the surrender of any such 
bonds. All offers for the surrender of bonds shall be sealed 
proposals and shall be indorsed “ Proposals for the surrender 
of Yavapai County Building Fund Bonds.”

That section forty-six of “An act to provide 
revenue for the Territory of Arizona and the several counties 
thereof,” approved February 12th, 1875, be amended so as to 
read as follows: 


§ 46. Each male inhabitant of ais erritory over the age 
of twenty-one and under the age of sixty years, and not by 
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law exempt from poll tax, shall pay a poll tax of two dollars, 
e een of which said poll tax shall be paid into the 
County Treasury and constitute a road fund to be used and 
disbursed by the Boards of Supervisors in the construction 
and repairs of public roads, bridges and highways in such 
mode and manner as may by them be deemed for the best 
interest of the county, and one-eighth of said poll tax shall 
be retained by the collector for his services ın collecting. 
Provided, such male inhabitant shall pay the same to the 
Assessor between the first Monday of January and the third 
Monday of December in each year; in default of paying the 
same to the Assessor within the time specified, the collection 
of such poll tax shall be enforced by the Tax Collector, 
whether the name of such inhabitant be on his tax roll or not. 
Provided, in the Counties of Maricopa and Yuma the moneys 
collected under this act shall be paid into the general fund of 
said counties. 


Sec. 2. That section fifty of said act be amended so as to 
read as follows: 


§ 50. Upon receiving such receipts from the Clerk of the 
Board of Supervisors, the Tax Collector shall give a receipt 
to said Clerk of the Board of Supervisors for the same, and 
the said Clerk of the Board of Supervisors shall immediately 
charge the same to the Tax Collector so receiving them.

“An act to amend and re-enact chapter fifty-two, Howell 
Code, ‘Of the incorporation of villages, ” approved October 
3d, 1867, be so amended as to read as follows: 
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§ 25. The Council shall have power to appoint all other 
officers necessary under the provisions of this chapter for 
said villages, whose elections are not herein provided for; to 
make by-laws and ordinances relative to the duties, powers 
and fees of the Marshal, Treasurer, Assessor and other offi- 
cers; relative to the time and manner of working upon the 
streets, commons, lanes and alleys; relative to the time and 
manner of assessing, levying and collecting all highway and 
other taxes; relative to the prevention, removal and abate- 
ment of nuisances; to dig and maintain public wells; to con- 
struct sewers, cisterns and reservoirs; to license showmen, 
theatrical exhibitions and all kinds of public amusements 
where money is charged for attendance; to regulate, license 
or suppress dance houses and resorts and places of like char- 
acter; to license gaming, and restrict and regulate the manner 
in which it may be conducted; to license the sale of goods, 
wares and merchandise, the sale of drugs and fmedicines and 
butchers’ meat, the keeping of horses or carrages for hire, 
the sale of wines, spirituous or malt liquors in quantities less 
than one quart, by keepers of saloons or any other persons, 
all keepers of restaurants, tavern or inn-keepers; also the 
keeping of billiard tables, ten-pin alleys, and other like places 
of amusement kept for profit or hire; also all traveling mer- 
chants, hawkers or peddlers; provided, that nothing in this 
section contained shall be construed to apply to the produc- 
tions of this Territory when such productions are sold or 
vended by the producer thereof; and provided further, that 
any license taxes levied under the provisions of this act upon 

aming, for the sale of wines, spirituous or malt liquors, for 


the sale of goods, wares and merchandise, for the sale of ` 


drugs and medicines or butchers’ meat, for horses or car- 
riages kept for hire, or “upon keepers of billiard tables and 
ten-pin alleys, or upon tavern or inn-keepers, shall not in any 
instance exceed the amount of the license tax imposed in 
such cases under the laws of the Territory; to compel the 
owners of buildings to procure and keep fire buckets; to 
regulate bridges; to protect the property of the citizens of 
such village from fires; relative to the calling of meetings of 
the electors; relative to the keeping and sale of gunpowder; 
relative to the restraining of swine, horses and other animals 
from running at large in the streets, commons, lanes and 
alleys; to establish, maintain and regulate one or more 
pounds; for the suppression of riots; for preventing and sup- 

ressing disorderly houses; for the apprehension and pun- 
ishment of vagrants, drunkards and idle persons; to regulate 
the measurement of firewood and weighing of hay; to pre- 
scrihe stands for carts or drays, and for wood, hay and 
produce exposed for sale; to prevent and punish immoderate 


s 
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driving in any ot the streets of said village; to prevent incum- 
bering the streets, sidewalks, alleys or public grounds, and 
to regulate all graveyards and cemeteries within or belong- 
ing to said village; to preserve shade and ornamental trees; 
and to make all such by-laws and ordinances as to them shall 
seem necessary for the safety and good government of said 
village and its inhabitants, not inconsistent with the provi- 
sions of this chapter or the laws of this Territory; provided, 
that no by-law or ordinance of said corporation shall have 
any effect until the same shall have been published three 
weeks successively in a newspaper printed in said village, or 
by posting up in at least three public places in said village. 


Sec. 2. All acts and parts of acts, so far as they conflict 
with the provisions of this act, are hereby repealed. 


Sec. 3. The provisions of this act shall apply to, and be 
of effect only in the County of Yavapai, and shall take effect 
and be in force from and after its passage.

Authorizing a loan on the faith and credit of the County of 
Yavapai, Territory of Arizona, and to provide for build- 
ing a wagon road from Prescott to Swilling’s Ranch, on 
Aqua Fria via Black Cannon. 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 


Arizona: 


Section 1. That a loan of five thousand dollars is hereby 
authorized to be negotiated on the faith and credit of the 
county of Yavapai, Territory of Arizona, to be paid at the 
expiration of five years from the date thereof, and to bear 
interest at the rate of ten per cent. per annum. 


Sec. 2, The County Treasurer of Yavapai County is 
hereby authorized and directed, when required by the Board 
of Supervisors, to issue bonds of said county in sums of fifty, 
one hundred and two hundred and fifty dollars, payable 
with five years from date, and not, exceeding in the aggre- 

ate the said sum of five thousand dollars, in the following 
orm, to wit: ?

Five years after date the County of Yavapai, Territory 
of Arizona, promises to pay to the order of the Chairman of 
the Board of Supervisors of Yavapai County, dollars, 
with interest at the rate of ten per cent. per annum from 
date, payable annually at the office of the County Treasurer 
of Yavapai County, for value received. 


Treasurer of Yavapai County, A. T. 


Sec. 3. All such bonds shall be signed by the County 
Treasurer, with his own proper name, affixing his official 
character, and shall be authénticated with the seal of his 
office and shall be endorsed by the Chairman of the Board 
of Supervisors of said county, with his proper name, affix- 
ing his official character, The County Treasurer shall then 
make a register of said bonds, showing the number and 
amount of each bond, and said register shall be filed and 
kept in his office. The County Treasmer shall sign the 
coupons attached to said bonds with his own proper name, 
affixing his othcial character, as hereinafter provided. The 
coupons for the payment of interest shall be attached to said 
bonds in such manner that they may be taken off without 
injuring or mutilating the bonds, and shall be severally num- 
bered trom one to five inclusive, each bearing the corre- 
spondmg number of the bond to which they are attached. 
The Treasurer shall keep a register of all bonds issued by ~ 
him, arid shall dehver to the Board of Supervisors all the 
bonds, or such part thereof as the said Board of Super- 
sors shall 1equire under the provisions of this act, and the 
order of said Board of Supervisors on the Treasurer for 
said bonds shall be a valid and sutHcient voucher in his hands 
for said bonds, and said Board of Supervisors may, in their 
discretion, sell said bonds tor money, after advertising for 
bids in one or more newspapers in the Territory for at least 
thirty days, or they may use said bonds ın payment tor 
labor and material in the construction of said wagon road; 
provided, that no bonds shall be disposed of for a less sum 
than eighty-five cents on the dollar. 


Src. 4 The County Treasurer shall pay the interest on 
said bonds when due, taking the coupons as his vouchers , 
therefor, from the Wagon Road Sinking Fund, as provided 
for in this act. 


Sec. 5. The Board of Supervisors are authorized and re- 
quired, within thirty days from the passage of this act, to

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commence the location and construction of said road, and 
shall prosecute the work to completion as speedily as pos- 
sible; they shall keep a correct account of all money or 
bonds received and expended, and shall, on or before January 
Ist, 1878, file with the Treasurer of Yavapai County a cor- 
rect statement, accompanied with the vouchers of all moneys 
or bonds expended. 


Sec. 6. There shall be levied annually upon the taxable 
property in said Yavapai County, a tax of ten cents upon 
each one hundred dollars; such tax to be levied and collected 
in the same manner as is now provided by law for the as- 
sessment and collection of taxes within this Territory. The 
tax so collected shall be placed by the Treasurer of said 
county into a fund, to be denominated “ Yavapai Wagon 
Road Fund,” and the money so appropriated shall be applied 
to the payment of the interest on said bonds when due, and 
the surplus as hereinafter provided; and said fund shall not 
be used for any other purpose whatever. 


Sec. 7. Whenever there shall have accumulated in said 
“Wagon Road Fund” the sum of five hundred dollars in 
excess of the interest due and payable upon all outstandin 
bonds issued as provided in this act for the year in whic 
such excess shall have accrued, the County Treasuter of 
said county shall advertise for bids for the surrender of 
bonds issued in pursuance of this act, which advertisement 
shall be for the period of twenty days in some newspaper 

rinted in the county, if there be any, and by posting notices 
in at léast three public places in the county, and such adver- 
tisements and notices shall specify.a day on which said 
Treasurer will open bids for the surrender of any such bonds. 
All offers for the surrender of bonds shall be sealed pro- 
posals and shall be endorsed “Proposals for the surrender 
of Yavapai County Wagon Road Bonds.” On the day 
named in such advertisement and notices, some one member 
of the Board of Supervisors and the County Treasurer shall, 
between the hours of ten A. M. and four P. M. of that day, 
proceed to the office of the latter, and shall publicly open all 
proposals offered, and shall accept the lowest bids offered to 
the extent of the money in said fund applicable to the re- 
demption of such bonds, and if two proposals are the same, 
and the lowest offered, the bond smallest in denomination 
shall be first paid; provided, that no offer shall be considered 
unless the bonds proposed to be surrendered shall accom- 
pany the proposal; and no bids shall be accepted for more 
than the par value of any such bonds. Upon the acceptance 
of any proposals offered, the Treasurer shall pay the person 
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or persons whose bids have been accepted, out of the said 
“Yavapai County Wagon Road Fund,” the money for 
which bond or bonds were offered, and shall endorse across 
the face of the same the word “cancelled,” and upon the 
back of every such bond so cancelled he shall endorse the 
day and the year the same was paid, the person or persons 
to whom paid, the rate at which the same was paid and the 
whole amount paid on account of such bond; and the said 
Treasurer shall file the same in his office as his voucher for 
the sums of money paid by him on account of said fund. If 
when money has so accumulated in the said fund and notice 
thereof given as in this section provided, no bids are offered 
for the surrender of any such bonds, the County Treasurer 
shall set apart such money and advertise for the same period 
and in the same manner as for the surrender of bonds, which 
advertisement shall specify the sum of money then in his 
hands applicable to the payment of bonds issued under 
authority of this act, and shall in such notice call for the sur- 
render of bonds equal to the money in his hands, with the 
interest due thereon, which bonds so called for surrender 
shall be those first in issue. Said Treasurer shall further 
state in such notice, the number and denomination of the out- 
standing bond or bonds he is ready to cancel, and the person 
or persons to whom issued, and interest for such bonds shall 
cease after ten days from the last publication of such notice.

That said John P. Hoyt shall procure the publi- 
cation of one thousand copies of said laws, at the lowest 
cash price for which he can contract therefor, not however 
to exceed four dollars for each copy so published. 


Sec. 3. There is hereby appropriated out of any money 
in the Territorial Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the 
sum of four thousand dollars to pay for the publication of 
such laws, and the Territorial Auditor is hereby authorized 
and directed to draw his warrant upon the Territorial Treas- 
urer for such sum or sums as the said John P. Hoyt shall 
from time to time certify to be due to the publishers of said 
laws for work thereon, and the Territorial Treasurer 1s 
hereby authorized and directed to pay said warrant o1 war- 
rants out of the money appropriated by this act. 


Sec. 4. That said John P. Hoyt shall receive for his serv- 
‘ices as set forth in this act, the sum of one thousand dollars, 
for which sum the said Auditor is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to draw his warrant upon said Treasurer upon the 
certificate of said John P. Hoyt, that his services as provided 
in this act have been fully performed, and the said Treasurer 
is hereby authorized and directed to pay the same out of any 
money in his hands not otherwise appropriated. 


Sec. 5. Said copies of said Compiled Laws when pub- 
lished and delivered shall be deposited in the libiary of the 
said Territory, and shall be distributed by the librarian with- 
out charge to such public officers in this Territory as the 
Legislative Assembly may by law designate, and to the sis- 
ter States and Territories of the United States m exchange 
for similar books, upon such conditions and in such a manner 
as to said librarian shall seem for the interest of this Terri- 
tory. 


Sec. 6. That said librarian is hereby authorized to sell

To the Senate and House of Representatives of the Congress 
of the United States: $ 


Your petitioners, the Legislative Assembly of the Terri- 
tory of Arizona, beg leave to represent to your honorable 
bodies, that the people of Grant County, in the Territory of 
New’ Mexico, have very nearly, if not quite unanimously, 
expressed a desire to be annexed to, and become a part of 
the Territory of Arizona. 

Your petitioners would further state, that said county is 
located adjoining to the Territory of Arizona, and that the 
trade and intercourse of the people of that county with the 
people of Arizona is probably larger than with the Territory 
of New Mexico, and that geographically the people of said 
county can be more conveniently governed by the laws of 
Arizona. 

Your petitioners would further state, that the expenses to 
the Federal Government would not be increased by said 
change, and as the people of said connty with great una- 
nimity desire said change, we believe that it will accord with, 
our republican institutions to give them a choice of govern- 
ment. 

We therefore earnestly ask that that portion of the Ter- 
ritory ot New Mexico included within the limits of Grant 
County, be segregated from the Territory of New Mexico 
and annexed to the Territory of Arizona. 

New, therefore, resolved by the House of Representa- 
tives, the Council concurring, of the Territory of Arizona, 
that our delegate in Congress be, and he hereby is instructed

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No. 3. MEMORIAL 
Asking the removal of certain Indians. 


To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States in C ongress assembled : 


Your memorialists, the Legislative Assembl of the Ter- 
ritory of Arizona, respectfully represent, that a large portion 


of the tribe of Indians known as the Pima, have left their, 


reservation on the Gila River (a reservation set apart by the 
Government of the United States especially for their use 
and benefit, and which has been recently enlarged by order 
of the General Government), and are now, and tor several 
years past have been occupying lands on the north side of 
Salt River, in the County of Marpa, a distance of at least 
thirty miles from their aforesaid reservation, and in the centre 
of Salt River Valley and within ten miles of the town of 
Pheenix, the county seat of said Maricopa County. 

That the land now occupied by said Indians has been 
surveyed and sectionized, and is subjectto homestead and 
pre-emption by actual settlers, and that persons who have 
availed themselves of the benefits of the laws of homestead 
and pre-emption have been prevented by threats of violence 
of said Indians from entering up and taking possession of 
pen lands secured to them by title of pre-emption as afore- 
said. 

And your memorialists would further represent to your 
honorable body that, the aforesaid Indians, now occupying 
land on Salt River, have large bands of horses roaming at 
will over said portion of Maricopa County, greatly to the 
damage and annoyance of the citizens thereof, and said citi- 
zens have found it impracticable to proceed against the said 
Indians by civil process, and recover damages for injuries so 
sustained, and so great is this grievance, that the citizens in 
the vicinity of aforesaid Indians will be compelled to abandon 
their homes unless the Government protect them against the 
same. 

And your memorialists would further represent, that the 
aforesaid reservation on the Gila River, is large and fertile, 
and sufficient for the accommodation of the entire tribe of 
Pima Indians, and to supply them with the necessaries of life; 
and that by removing to said reservation that portion of said 
tribe of Pima Indians, now on the Salt River as aforesaid, 


a 


a large and fertile tract_of agricultural land will be made `~ 


available to settlement, the public peace secured and the gen- 
eral interests of the Territory advanced, while the rights of 
the Indians will not be impaired. 
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Your memorialists would therefore respectfully ask, that 
said Indians be removed from said Salt River to their reser- 
vation on the Gila River, and that they be forced to remain 
on the same. 

Therefore, be it resolved by the Legislative Assembly of 
the Territory of Arizona, that our delegate in Congress be, 
and he hereby is instructed to use all honorable means to 
bring this subject to the earnest and favorable consideration 
of Congress. 

And be it further resolved, that the Secretary of the Ter- 
ritory be, and he hereby is requested to transmit a copy of 
the foregoing memorial and resolution to our delegate in 
cia ae and also a copy to the honorable Secretary of the 

terior.
